MINISTERIAL SUCCESS, 


Tuer can be, of course, but one opinion with regard to the result 
of the majority in the House of Commons in favour of the 
principle of the financial scheme of the Government. There was 
in the composition of that majority, too, a feature which in itself 
deserves to be honoured by the name of novelty, for, examining 
the division lists, it becomes clear that a considerable number of 
the votes recorded must have been won by conviction. To be 
sure that conviction may, in many instances, have been the con- 
viction that if certain members did not vote in a certain way there 
was not a doubt but that their constituencies would inquire in 
the most unmistakably unpleasant 
manner the reason why, at the very 
earliest opportunity. Few of those who 
were in this case were allowed the 
negative privilege of absenting them- 
selves from the division, and presenting 
the rather undignified spectacle which 
was exhibited by Lord Derby’s Solicitor- 
General, who perforce ran away at the 
last moment, leaving his leader in the 
very throes of defeat. But it is only 
charitable to suppose that some of the 
opinions recorded were born of abstract 
belief in the value and the rectitude of 
the proposals of Mr. Gladstone. It was 
satisfactory to find that the opinion of 
the country was, in the main, faithfully 
reflected in a House of Commons 
which was elected under the imme- 
diate auspices and influences, pure or 
corrupt, of a so-called Conservative 
Government. Any attempt, which was 
indicated rather than declared, to re- 
vive obsolete principles, and to raise 
the broken voice of Protection, was 
more than defeated—it was crushed 
out, The endeavour to check a prin- 
ciple of finance which is essentially 

ive, and carrying countless 
benefits with its progress, which sows 
in the present those seeds which will in 
the future expand into prolific national 
benefits, and substituting for it a 
reactionary and barren system, was 
notably foiled. The adroit effort to 
combine a few special interests and 
threatened monopolies against the 
Government plan of liberal finance 
might have been successful as a party 
move, and at least impeded, if it did 
not actually destroy, measures of utility 
which were only questioned by a kind 
of Parliamentary special pleading, but 
for the fact that the voice of the 
country was heard menacingly in the 
Chamber of our Representatives. The 
demand to affirm once more the great 
principles of free trade and commercial 
progress was, if not loud in the sense 
of being noisy, too effectually and de- 
cidedly expressed to be resisted; and 
all that is now left to the Ministry is the careful and conciliatory 
guidance of the details of their measures. 

It would be a grievous error if the importance and even the 
difficulty of this part of their task were to be underrated. There 
might at this moment, without disadvantage, occur to the mind 
of Lord Palmerston certain reminiscences of 1857-8 which ought 
to play, in this his moment of triumph, the warning part of the 
death’s head in the midst of the feast. He learned then, and it 
is to be hoped that he has not forgotten the lesson, that success 
has its difficulties and its dangers as well as misfortune, and 
that many a victor of to-day has been, by his own act, the van- 
quished of to-morrow. It might have been hoped by some, but 
we doubt if it was expected by many, that a broad and general 
attack upon the Budget would have been successful.

a policy, of a willingness to consider, if 
not to vote for, certain modifications 
and certain alterations which would re- 
sult in the striking out of the scheme 
very important features, 

For instance, it ought to be known 
as generally as possible that the pro- 
posal for the remission of the duty on 
paper is directly assailed, and, looking 
to the form which the intended assault 
has taken, it is not too much to 
say that that proposition is in some 
peril. A notice of amendment has been 
given by Sir William Miles that, in lieu 
of the proposed income tax of tenpence 
in the pound, the rate shall be fixed at 
ninepence, and that, in order to supply 
the deficiency caused by the change, 
the abolition of the paper duty should 
be postponed. Now, it is self-evident 
that a proposition to reduce the rate of 
the income tax bears with it a very 
ad captandum aspect. It speaks with 
a certain directness to a great many 
persons to urge that it would be more 
advantageous to the general public to 
have a penny in the pound less in 
come tax to pay, instead of giving a 
million towards the advancement and 
improvement of newspapers; for it 
should be understood that a consider- 
able number of persons unthinkingly 
believe that the abolition of the paper 
duty is a newspaper question alone, 
while, in point of fact, nothing can be 
further from the truth. It is in a very 
diminished and, indeed, a minimum 
degree that newspapers proper are in- 
terested in the remission of the duty on 
paper. The question is a much larger 
one; the impost is one which presses 
on a large, and which, but for the impost, 
would be an increasing, branch of trade 
and industry, that has opened, and 
would still further open, great fields for 
well-remunerated labour, and which, in 
reference to production, is not special 
but general, inasmuch as it concerns an 
article that enters into the daily and 
hourly use of every claes and every individual of the community. 
It is from this point of view that the remission of this tax 
should be considered as a vital element of the Budget. It is not 
merely as with a tax upon knowledge, which gentlemen who are still 
inclined to speculate on the value of the extension of education 
and the free progress of opinion may think is a question which 
may be very reasonably postponed, although that part of the sub- 
ject is quite capable of being argued out to demonstration, that 
those who are pledged to support the principles of the Budget 
through its details ought to deal with the paper duty. It is in 
its sense as a virtual prohibition of an important branch of 
industry—in its character as a remarkable obstruction to the 
freedom of. trade—that this impost should be approached ; and it 
is, probably, not too much to say that, if the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer gives way in this matter, immense encouragement 
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will be given to other species of opposition which will go far 
to weaken, if not to destroy, the unity of his financial scheme. 

We have taken this particular item as a specimen of the series 
of sectional attacks which are likely to be made on the Budget. 
Already we have seen that much smaller interests, and matters 
involving far more personal concerns, can be contested against the 
Government with vigour and pertinacity. It is true that in these 
minor matters the Chancellor of the Exchequer has dis 
played great resolution, and has enforced rather than won 
majorities sufficiently large for his purposes, It is hoped that 
when questions of larger import, and more directly interwoven 
with the great abstracs principles on which the financial 
plan is founded, come to be discussed, and when the 
opposition assumes a broader and a more serious basis, that 
the same courage, the same firmness, and the same untiring 
activity and ability will be shown in their defence. But we would 
most earnestly counsel that the display of these admirable and 
essential qualities should be judiciously tempered by forbearance 
and some slight deference to the peculiar constitution, and even 
the humour, of the House of Commons, which, often capricious, 
is in the main generous and easily led when those who seek to 
reach its convictions are not only actually inspired with a lofty 
sense of its high mission, but by their demeanour and their 
treatment of that assembly give evidence of that feeling. 





FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE. 
OPENING OF THE LEGISLATIVE CHAMBERS. 

The Chambers were opened on Thursday by a speech of the 
Emperor. The Emperor commences by saying that whereas at the 
commencement of last Session he had to warn them against 
exaggerated apprehensions of a probable war, he has now to allay 
similar disquiet arising out of the peace itself. This peace has been 
the object of bis sincere desire, and he will neglect nothing to 
maintain it. He can only congratulate himself on his friendly rela- 
tions with a!l the European Powers, the extreme East being the 
only part of the globe where his armies areengaged. After alluding 
to the war in China, his Majesty observes that he hopes the difficulties 
in Europe aro drawing to a close, and that Italy is about to be con- 
stituted free. Without dwelling upon the negotiations which have 
been protracted through so oy | months, he will proceed to speak 
of a few principal points. The Emperor continues :— 

The ner pe omy | thought of the treaty of Villafranca was to obtain 
the almost complete independence of Venetia in return for the restoration 
ofthe Archdukes. This transaction having failed, notwithstanding my 
most earnest endeavours, I have hai to express my regrets upon that sub- 
ject, both at Vienna and at Turin, for the situation, by being prolonged, 
threatened to remain without issue. While it was the object of honourable 
explanations between my Government and that of Austria, it led Eaglan4, 
Prussia, and Russia to take measures which in their entirety proved clearly 
the desire of the great Powers to reconcile all interests. In order to second 
this desire, it was neces’ for France to present a plan the adoption of 
which by Europe seemed most probavle. Guaranteeing Italy against 
foreign intervention by my army, I had the right to lay down 
the limits ef that guarantee. Thus I have net hesitated to declare to the 
King of Sardinia that, while I left him full liberty of action, I could not 
follow him ina policy which had the disadvantage of appearing in the eyes 
of Europe to be based on a desire to absorb all the States of Italy, and 
which Tveatened to give rise to new conflagrations. I counselled him to 
respond favourably to the wishes of the provinces which offered themselves 
to bim, but to maintain the autonomy of Tuscany, and to respect in prin- 
ciple the rights of the Holy See. Although this arrangement might not 
satisfy all the world, it had the sdvantage of reserving principles and 
calming apprehensions, and it made of Piedmont a kingdom of more than 
nine millions of men. In the presence of this transformation of Northern 
Italy, which gives to a powerful State all the passages of the Alps, it was 
my duty, for the safety of my frontier, to claim the French side of the 
mountains. This claim of a territory of slight extent contained nothing 
which ought to alarm Europe, or give a denial to the policy of dis- 
interestedness which [| had more than Once proclaimed; for France docs 
not wish to — to this aggrandisemnent, however feeble it may be, 
either by military occupation or by provoked insurrection, or underhand 
manceuvres, but by exposing the question frankly to the great Powers. 
They will doubtless comprehend in their equity, as France certainly would 
were either of them in similar circumstances, that the important territorial 
rearrangement which has taken pace gives us the right to a guarantee 
indicated by Nature herself. 

The Emperor then proceeds to treat of the question of the 
Romagna, and observes that there is reason to hope for an early 
solution of that difficnliy, 

The Government (he then says) is about to submit measures with 
the object of facilitating production, improving the condition of 
these who labour, and multiplying the commercial relations of the 
country. He bas taken upon hinmelf the responsibility of entering 
into a treaty of commerce with England, His Majesty enlarges 
upon the advantages which this grand measure will bring to both 
countries, and points out that it has but advanced the timo of 
modifications which eaeh country would in the course of yeirs 
have found it necessary to adopt, and given to indispensable 
reforms the character of reciprocal concessions destined to fortify 
the alliance of the two great peoples. His Majesty appoals to them 
for energetic measures in the adoption of laws which shall facilitate 
the practical working of the treaty. Providence, which so visibly 
protected France during the war, will not fail her in this pacific 
enterprise. France desires only to develop in peace, in plentitude of 
her independence, the immense resources which Heaven has given 
her, acknowledging the truth so consoling to humanity—viz., that 
the richer and more prosperous one country is the more she contri- 
butes to the riches and prosperity of others,

THE PROPOSED ITALIAN SETTLEMENT.

The Débais, 
however, says that the Sovereign named by France for the Romagna 
is the King of Piedmont. A g to both the Paris and the 
Brussels journals, the despatch of the French Cabinet, in which 
these proposals are made, was to be laid beforethe King of Piedmont 
on the 25:h. If not accepted, the French troops were immediately 
to withdraw from Lombardy. The Débats alleges that the contents 
of the despatch referred to above show that the French Government 
‘¢ will formally maintain its well-known intention as to the annexation 
of Savoy and Nice; that it will persist, and justly so, in con- 
sidering it as both a legitimate and necessary compensation for the 
territorial aggrandisement which Piedmont will obtain, and as an 
indispensable guarantee for the safety of the French frontier.” 

The Russian Ambassador has, in the name of his Government, re- 
presented to Count Cavour the heavy responsibility which would fall 
upon Sardina if, at the very moment when European Powers are 
endeavouring to make the state of affairs less threatening, she were 
to takesteps for the annexation of Central Italy to Piedmont. It is 
said that, in consequence of these representations, and following the 
advice of France, all projects in reference to Central Italy are to be 
suspended for the present. 

Letters from Rome affirm that the Pope has received a communi- 
sation from the King of Sardinia, demonstrating the impossibility of 
the retention of the Umbrian Marches by the Holy See, and pro- 
posing a treaty for their cession. The — reply of his Holiness 
was couched in the strongest terms. The Pope declares himself 
ready to meet all emergencies. 

It is stated that the Cabinots of Berlin and St. Petersburg, in their 
reply to the English proposals for the settlement of the Italian 
guestion, have made counter-proposals, to be submitted to a future 
Congress, after having been examined by a conference of the five 
great Powers. Itis further said that M. Thouvenel, on receipt of 
these counter-proposals, stated that the French Government would 
give its answer to them in concert with England. 

By a Royal decree of Wednesday the electoral assemblies of 
Sardinia are convoked for the 25th of March, and Parliament is to 
meet on the 2nd of April. Another decree appoints thirty-two new 
senators. Victor Emmanuel has been the subject of a series of 
fétes of the most imposing character at Milan. Yesterday week he 
received a deputation of the Milanese clergy, who presented an 
address to his Majesty. The King expressed his satisfaction with 
the sentiments contained in the address, and was glad that the 
clergy agreed with him that spiritual authority should not interfere 
with political questions. A circular of the Minister of War says :— 
‘‘The presence of Lombardian sub-officers and private soldiers 
already in service under the flag of the Royal army rendered it 
necessary to reunite with them the soldiers of the old provinces now 
on unlimited leave, in order to bring both classes into close union 
with their chiefs, to consolidate the organisation of the different 
corps, and to make the instruction uniform. The King has, there- 
fore, ordered the individuals of the class 1830, 1831, 1832, and 1833 
to be recalled to service.” 

The Government of Tuscany has, by a decree of the 25rd, fixed the 
form of the oath to be taken by the National Guard. It is as fol- 
lows :—“ I swear to be faithful to the King and to his Royal succes- 
sors, loyally to observe the statute (Constitut.on) and other laws of 
the State, and to fulfil all my duties with the sole view of the 
inseparable welfare of the King and country.” 

Governor Farini, in his progress through the Romagna, has been 
received with great enthusiasm at Ravenaoa, Rimiai, and Forli. 

A decree of the Neapolitan Minister of War orders officers on leave 
to jom their regiments on the lst of March. Part of the Municipal 
Guards has been mobilised. Agitation prevails in Palermo and in the 
Abruzzi. 

Chevalier von Toggenburg has arrived at Venice to replace Count 
Bissingen as Civil Governor of Venetia. He formerly occupied the 


same post, 
SPAIN AND MOROCCO, 

The French Ambassador at Madrid gave a grand ball last week. 
He has presented to the Queen an autograph letter of the Emperor 
Napoleon. The entire press at Madrid, reggae ed the Progressista 
rection, violently attack England ; and the censor has prohibited 
the circulation of the Novedades on that account. 

The Spanish naval force has been brought into active requisition 
in the war with Morocco. A truce, as stated in our last, was 
granted to the 23rd ult., on which day Muley Abbas, accompanied 
by the Moorish Minister of Foreign airs, met the Spanish com- 
mander on the Tangier road. The Moors objected to the occupation 
of Tetuan, upon which General O'Donnell insisted. A further delay, 
asked for by the Moors, was refused by Marshal O'Donnell, who 
returned to Tetuan and immediately sent for the commander of the 
Spanish naval force, in order to concert with him further active 
operations. What these were may be gbene in part from the 
following telegraphic despatch, dated Madrid, Feb. 27: — “‘ The 
Spanish squadron has bombarded Larache and Arzila, causing great 
destruction in those two places. Some of the Spanish vessels were 
slightly damaged. The ish loss was one man killed. It is said 
that Rabat has been also bombarded.”

PRUSSIA, 

Prince Frederick William was present on Thursday se‘nnight at an 
entertainment given by the officers of the 20th Restuant of the 
Landwehr. The Prince and Princess Frederick William gave their 
last concert and soirée for the season a few evenings since, The 
Prince Regent and the Princess of Prussia were present; and 
amongst the guests were also many of the Ministers, of the diplomatic 
corps, and of the members of the Prussian Chambers, numbering 
more than four hundred persons. 

The Prussian Chamber of Deputies has adopted Article 3 of the 
Land Tax Bill, which fixes the maximum of the sum te be paid at 8 
per cent on the net revenue. 

The Prussian Commercial Conference has just met at Berlin, with 
M. Hausemann as president. The Assembly has unanimously 
adopted the proposal to recommend the Government to take into 
consideration the resolutions adopted by the Agricultural Congress 
at Frankfort concerning the reduction of transit dues and tho 
abolition of usury laws. A proposal recommending the adoption of 
the decimal monetary system was also unanimously adopted.

Rotario and the Haro, Great Britain retaining the San Juaa Island, 
and the United States the remaining territory. M.r Stephen Whit- 
ney, one of the most wealthy citizens of New York, has died at"the 
advanced age of eighty-four years. He is estimated to have died 
worth from ten to fifteen millions of dollars, 


INDIA. 

The Calcutta mails bring no intelligence of great interest. The 
Governor-General and the Commander-in-Chief were continuing their 
tour through the North-west Provinces. A census was taken of tha 
camp, and the civil camp alone was found to contain 15,000 men. 
Lord Canning was expected to arrive at Umballa on the 16th, where 
great preparations were being made for his reception. Mr. Wilson 
was on his return to Calcutta. On the 16th he was at Lucknow, 
where he received the principal civil officers, as also the police officers 
of the station. Mr. Wilson also gave a reception to some of the 
talookdars, and held a conference with the mahajuns or bankers of 
the station. The preparations for the embarkation of the Chinesa 
expedition are slowly advancing in Bengal. The Government adheres 
decidedly to its plan of individual volunteering, and every Punjaubee 
and sepoy is required to sign a declaration that he goes of his own 
free will. A steady improvement is declared to be showing itself in 
the financial condition of our Indian empire. 

CHINA. 

A despatch from Shanghai of January 6 says :—‘‘ The tonnage 
dues have been reduced, by an edict from the Emperor, on ships of 
all natiovs, under the American treaty.” 

In the Shanghai papers there appears correspondence complaining 
of young foreigners causing annoyance and threatening to raise mobs 
among the Chinese, by breaking their lanterns, and otherwise in- 
dulging in ‘‘larks,” which the Chinese cannot appreciate, and 
which, if persisted in, will soon make us as unpopular in Shanghai 
and in Japan as we ever were in Canton of old. 


THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE. 

The Royal Mail steamer Ce/t, Captain Boxer, arrived in Plymouth 
Sound on Monday afternoon. She brings a cargo of wine, wool, 
skins, &c. Among her passengers was Mr. Justice Phillips, from 
Natal. The vine disease, identified as the oidium tuckeri, is 
spreading at the Cape, and a commission has been appointed to 
trace its progress, The customs dues for the year showed a large 
increase. The Bishop of Cape Town had issued a pastoral, appealing 
to the laity for the maintenance and extension of the Church. 
British Caffraria is quiet and prosperous. The Republicans of the 
Orange River settlement have elected Mr. Pretorius as their presi- 
dent. The Governor of Natal had suspended Mr. Justice Phillips 
from his office and salary, on account of certain strong language 
employed by the Judge in denunciation of the Government for exer- 
cising the Royal prerogative of mercy without any reference of the 
case to the Bench. The colonists of Natal appear almost unanimously 
to have defended Mr. Phillips. Basutuland was quiet and pros- 
perous, and the missions there were progressing. 





Dr. Seeman, the naturalist, has just left England for Australasia 
on a scientific mission. 

The typhus fever raging among the fugitive Circassians at Con- 
stantinople is carrying off about 100 persons daily. 

M. Sienkiewicz, a distinguished Polish poet and historian, died 
suddenly in Paris a short time ago in the sixty-eighth year of his age. 

The Moors who conferred with the Spaniards in the attempt to 
brirg about peace are described as having been most friendly. They 
offered dates, and the Spaniards in return gave them coffee and cigars, 

An aged couple named Valla, of Empurani, in the Ardéche, 
France, who had been married rather more than fifty-two years, died last 
week on the same day, within three hours of each other. 

A conspiracy against Prince Daniell has been discovered im 
ating the principal participators in which have received sentence of 
death. 

It is stated by the Paris journals that a series of experiments 
on the art of directing balloons are to be made in the Champ de Mars during 
the ensuing spring. 

In the free city of Hamburg, where a Jew ten years ago was 
not even eligible for a night constable, a Jew, by the free suffrages of the 
citizens, has lately been chosen a chief magistrate, next in station to the 
highest dignity in that republic, 

A new edition of Camoens is being published by the Viscount 
de Jermanha. This nobleman has devoted a lifetime to researches on the 
works of the great Lusitanian poet, and his work is looked for with the 
greatest interest by the literary world of Lisbon. 

The railway from Lyttelton to Christchurch, in the Canterbury 
province of New Zealand, now in progress, is six miles in length; has one 
tunnel, to be cut through a volcanic range of hills of 2882 yards in length, 
without any air-shafts; and the estimated cost is £245,071. 

The Supreme Ministry of Worship and Public Instruction at 
Venice has ordained that room be made in the halls of the Academy for a 

yublic exhibition of the painting representing ‘‘ Apollo and Marsyas,” be- 
onging to Mr. Morris Moore, of which the Academy preserves the original 
drawing. 

A society has been formed at Antwerp which intends erecting # 
colossal monument to all the celebrated men of that town, in the shape of 
pyramidal structure, bearing forty-four statues, with an allegorical figure 
at the top, representing the City of Antwerp crowning her sons. The 
monument is to be 200 feet high ; the expense is calculated at 300,000f. 

The Entr’acte says :— The priestess’s knife used by Madame 
Schedel when she performed the part of Norma has been deposited by her 
son in the National Museum at Pesth. It is in silver gilt, and enriched 
with 209 precious stones from the mines of Hungary, and was presented 
to the celebrated singer by her admirers in 1840.” 

From Tasmania we learn that two expeditions to explore the 
country, more especially for gold, had been organised, one of which would 
be headed by Mr. C. Gould, the Government geologist, and son of the 
ornithologist, and the other by Mr. R. Gunn. A large assortment of singing 
and game birds and fishes had been successfully introduced into the colony 
from England. 

Srervia.—From Belgrade, Feb. 27, we learn that a new Minis- 
try has been formed as follows :—Minister of Justice, Philipovitz; Minister 
of the Interior, Techoschits ; Director of the War Department, Schujevits 5 
Minister of Police, Stanisits. Prince Milosch continues ill. 

Mexico.—The accounts from Mexico exhibit a state of frightful 
anarchy in that country. A despatch from VeraCruz tothe 4th of February 
states that Cobas had been defeated in Oajaca, and that Miramon’s expe- 
dition against Vera Cruz would probably be abandoned. The Liberals had 
reoccupied Colina, San Luis, and Zacatecas. The Church forces had been 
defeated near Teaseals, with loss of artillery and munitions. Woll was 
sucees: fully opposed in Jalixo. The English Chargé d’ Affaires had presented 
an ultimatum to the Mexican Government, demandirg payment of all 
British claims within eight days. f 

Japan.—The following is from the summary of the China Mail:— 
‘No further intelligence has arrived from Japan announcing any change 
in the state of matters there ; but it is corfidently hoped that the firm atti- 
tude assumed by Mr. Consul-General Alcock will have the effect both of 
reassuring the Japanese Government, and of checking the improprieties of 
the British residents who have behaved in such a manner as to cause the 
partial stoppage of trade. It is due to the commercial community of China 
to mention that it has very generally condemned their conduct, 
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FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN ITALY. 

TuRIN. 
Witn so many chances in favour of a settlement of the “ Italian 
question” there is now every reason to believe that such an event is 
more distant than ever. You have been already warned by me that 
the £o-called compact between France and Eng!and was no compact 
at all; that there was the very vaguest possible understanding 
between them ; and that, actually to avoid discussions so certain to 
elicit dissensions, they significantly eschewed touching upon the 
most essential of all the el ts of a settl t—that is to say, 
they adverted to Savoy and Nice by conversation only, and left the 
question of votation in the Duchies undecided, whether it was to be 
exercised by universal suffrage of the people or a vote of the elected 
Chambers. 

It was not difficult to foresee that this rope of sand was not 
destined to resist a strain, and already, even without a strain, it is 
broken, England continues to maintain the policy of annexation, 
and France, more obstinately than ever, declares it to be “‘ impos- 
sible,” and sees neither rest for herself nor peace for Italy save in 
following out the conditions of Villafranca. In one word, France 
will not accede to the condition of a strong kingdom of Piedmont ; 
and, to mark the ungraciousness oi sucha decision, she has to couple 
the possibility of this event with an impracticable condition—the 
cession of Savoy and Nice, Affecting to have fears for her frontier 
in the event of Piedmont becoming a state of the second order, 
France declares that Savoy and Nice are essential to her own 
security! It would be the purest waste of time to refute a state- 
ment so puerile and gratuitous—a statement I have never yet found 
one single Frenchman stoop to corroborate. No; the whole policy 
stands out palpable and clear. 

Piedmont, from a variety of causes, will@lways be a country well 
affected towards England. Her policy has ever been to attach her- 
self to our side, and her leading men acknowledge no other prin- 
ciples of Government than those which prevail with us, All the 
late efforts of France have been to strengthen her alliances on the 
shores of the Mediterranean. Her policy in Spain has had this one 
sole object ; and her “ coquetting” with Naples sufficiently indicates 
how gladly she would wish to contrast her conciliatory tone with our 
sternness and severity. Now, strange as it may seem after all that 
France has done for Piedmont, she has neither succeeded in attach- 
ing the Sovereign nor the people to her cause ; and at this very hour, 
with the exception of Austria, there is no country of Europs less 
popular in Piedmont than France. It is, therefore, for this reason 
the Emperor so strenuously opposes the aggrandisement of Pied 
mont, and declares the annexation of Tuscany and the Legations to 
be “impossible.” It is well for us to see this matter in its true 
light, and recognise the fact that the policy of M, Thouvenel is the 
policy of M. Walewski, and that, come what may in the States of 
the Pope, the Emperor of the French is as decided as ever that 
Piedmont is not to become a State of formidable pretensions. 

In the midst of complications, to which every day adds some 
pew element, the rumour gains ground that a new war will opon in 
spring. Even they who are most confident of this do not affect to 
explain how or between whom it is to be. One phraso alone 
repeated on every side seems to solve the difficulty to their minds. 
‘‘ A war only can settle everything,” and with this dictum all appear 
satisfied. It may not give you a very high estimate of ‘ Your 
Correspondent’s” political wisdom if I own to you that I regard 
such an issue as by no means improbable. 

To-day I have heard that a French corps-d’armée of 3900 men ara 
to arrive at Leghorn and occupy stations in Tuscany and the other 
Duchies ; some say, as a measure of precaution against a surprise 
by the Papal troops now concentrating near Arezzo ; others aver that 
the step is preparatory to a restoration of the Grand Duke. 

Rely, at all events, upon one thing: the Italian difficulty is exactly 
where it was, and the most clear-headed and far-seeing politicians 
here are no more able to predict the future than the dullest of their 
neighbours,

At an early hour on Monday morning a violent gale of wind 
broke over the metropolis and suburbs and continued for several hours, 
causing not only injury to several persons, but a considcrable amount of 
damage to the ehipping in the river. 

‘Lhe cork trade in Portugal appears to be on the increase, The 
annual exportation now amounts to upwards of ten millions of francs. 
London alone each day consumes 10,000Ib. of Portugese corks. The Portu- 
guese cork is inferior to the French, but superior to that of Italy. 


The land covered by forests in Algeria is not less than 1,290,000 
hectares (nearly 4700 square miles), without including a great extent of 
country overrun with brushwood, which the Arabs set on fire occasionally, 
not only to drive away wild beasts, but also for the good browsing it affords 
their cattle when the shoots make their appearance the following spring. 


Tre Arratrs or Catna.—A series of letters, relating to the 
failure of the English naval forces on the Peiho, presented to the House of 
Lords by command of her Msjesty, in pursuance of their address, dated 
February 21, 1860, was published on Tuesday. They bear upon the events 
which preceded and accompanied the failure of the English fleet in the 
before-named river, 

Massacre oF A Saipr’s Crew.—We learn from Singapore that 
his Netherlands Majesty's steamer QOnrust, lying in a narrow creek about 
five days’ steaming above Bangermassing, on the 27th of December last, was 
attacked by about 600 men in a great number of prahus, who suddenly made 
their appearance from the creeks, so that the crew had not time to fire more 
than one shot, when the assailants were in possession of the vessel. 
After murdering all on board (seven officers and fifty men) they rau the 
vessel aground, 

In consequence of the establishment of a telegraphic communi- 
cation between Alexandriaand India, news from India will now reach usin six 
days. The news from China and Australia will not be accelerated until 
India is connected by telegraph with Ceylon, when we shall have intelli- 
gence from Hong: Kong in twenty-two days, and from Melbourne in twenty- 
five days. There are about 140 telegraph stations in India—at Calcutta, 
Bombay, Madras, Delhi, Lucknow, Agra, Meerut, and all the principal cities 
and towns in Hindostan. 


Pakis IMpROVEMENTS.—A new street, to be called the Rue du 
Louvre, is about to be commenced. It will start from the Rie St. Hono-é 
and enterthe Rue Montmartre, debouching in an open spice at the junction. 
The —_ of the new street is to be 650 metres (upwards of 700 yards). In 
connection with this improvement is that of the ThéAtre lrangiis—the 
houses which now mask it are to be taken down and the theatre throwa 
open to the Rue St. Honoré. The house is to be enlarged and the approaches 
greatly improved. The space in front will be called the Piace Napoleon. 


A new screw-steam gun-vessel was launched last Saturday 
from the yard of Mr. Hen itcher, Northfieet. Her name is the Griffon, 
and her principal dimensions are as follows:—Length between perpen- 
diculars, 145 feet 10 inches ; length of keel for tonnage, 127 feet 10 inches ; 
extreme breadth, 25 feet 4 inches; breadth for tonnage, 25 feet ; moulded 
breadth, 24 feet 6 inches; de: in hold, 13 feet. Her burden is 425 tons, 
Her engines, by Napier, of Glasgow, are of 80-horse power. [ler armament 
consists of one pivot-gun of 85lb., to throw a solid shot of eight inchs 
diameter, and four brass 26lb. howitzers. 


A Saver at CHARLESTON.—A rakish, Sah iggnd brig reached 
Charleston on Wednesday, the 1st ult., from the coast of Lower Guinea, after 
a passage of forty days, in charge of Lieutenant R. M. M‘Arann, Midship- 
man N. H. Farquhar, and ten marines and ten seamen of the United 
States’ Navy. She was taken on the 2ist of December last, after a twelve 
hours’ chase, by the United States’ ship Constellation, Commodore Inman, 
the brig then being on the coast of Guinea, about sixty miles north-west 
from Cabenda. She displayed no colours and no papers have been dis- 
covered on her. It is thought, from information obtained from the sailing- 
master, who had command of her when taken, that her name is the Delicia, 
a Spanish vessel, built in Barcelona some twenty-five years ago, and at 
present rather o!d, but a fast sailer. She sailed from Sagua la Grande, in 
the Island of Cuba, in September last, and in crossing the ocean for the 
African coast stood well to the north. She had been hove in near the land 
fur several weeks previous to her capture, and, it is believed, was in mo- 
mentary expectation of embarking a cargo of 600 negroes when she was 
taken. No money was found on board. A slave-deck, boilers for cooking, 
and all the necessary appli , were found ready for immediate use. The 
captain or supercargo was on shore when the brig was taken, and he was 
consequently not captured. She had a crew of thirteen men, in addition 
to ber officers, all ef whom appeared to be Spaniards. The men were put 
on board the Constellation, but the firet and second officers have been 
brought here in the brig. The vesecl, &c., will be immediately placed in the 
hance of the United States’ Marshal.—Charleston Courier.

A cab-driver at Bowpest has been fined 10s. for driving his 
vebicle through the ranks of the Warwick Militia while they were proceed- 
ing to church. 


A lecture on “ Spain” was delivered on Wednesday se’nnight to 
the members of the Hastings Mechanics’ Institution by their representa- 
tive, Mr. North. 

At a meeting of the Edinburgh Chamber of Commerce, held on 
Tuesday, a resolution was passed condemning the Lord Advocate’s bill on 
the subject of the annuity tax. 


An express train came in collision with a goods train near 
Greenhill, on the Edinburgh and GlasgoW Railway, on Monday. Some 
thirteen or fourteen of the passengers were cut and bruised. 


The Brymbe Lead Smelting Company, near Wrexham, have 
refine a cake of silver weighing about 2000 ounces, and worth 5s. 6d. an 
ounce. This is the first silver, it is believed, produced in Denbighshire. 


The Oxford Middle-class Examinations will be held this year at 
Oxford, London, Batb, Bedford, Birmingham, Brighton, Cheltenham, 
Exeter, Leeds, Liverpool, Manchester, Nottingham, igate, and South- 
ampton—commencing in each place on the 5th of June. 


A New Dock at Fatmouta.—A company has been formed for 
the purpose of providing Falmouth with dock accommodation suitable to its 
natural position, and on Tuesday Viscount Falmouth laid the foundation- 
stone. The ceremony was attended with masonic formalities. 


Three men were killed on Thursday week at the Chidlew 
Colliery, the property of Mr. R. Beswick, Tunstall. They were descending 
the pit, when the rope to which the cage was suspended broke, and they 
fell to the bottom and were instantly killed. 


It is said that the Government have determined to appoint a 
Royal Commission to inquire into the state of education in Scotland, and 
that in the meantime the capitation grants, which were to be extended to 
—— this spring, are to be suspended till the result of the commission 

e known. 


OPENING OF THE Batmorat Lenpina Liprary.—A new lend- 
ing library, the gift of her Majesty and the Prince Consort, for the benefit 
of the tenants on the estates of Balmoral, Abergeldie, and Birkhall, has 
recently been opened. The library contains upwards of 400 volumes in 
every department of literature and science. 


Arrangements have been completed for the erection of a polished 
granite obelisk at Chester in memory of Matthew Henry. The site is to 
be the churchyard of St. Bridget’s, the parish in which he resided for many 
years. The cost will be about £200, towards which the amount at present 
available is less than £160. 


A shoemaker's apprentice, of the name of Graves, recently hung 
himeelf in play at Worcester, in the presence of a fellow-workman whose 
back was turned at the time. The latter heard a scuffling sound, but took 
no notice of it, thinking it proceeded from Graves in sport, but on turning 
round a few minutes afterwards he found Graves suspended and dead. 


The late fancy dress ball in St. George’s hall, Liverpool, which 
was attended by 1417 persons, produced a profit of nearly £890. The com- 
mittee have made the following donations :—To the Royal Infirmary, £200; 
to the Northern and Southern Hospitale, each £120; to the North and 
South Dispensaries, cach £120; and to the National Life-boat Insti- 
tution, £75. 

An inquest was held last week at Eastmeon, Hants, on the 
body of William Silk, aged thirty-cight. From the evidence it appeared 
that the deceased was in the habit of living on raw swedes, dry bread, and 
raw onions for weeks together, and had been known to go three wecks or a 
month without purchasing any animal food, butter. or cheese, and has 
been living in this state for years on purpose to save his money. He had 
saved nearly £200, and was only in the receipt of 8s. per week. Verdict— 
** Died from starvation.” 


Tue Norte-Eastenn Rerormatory Institution held its 
annual meeting, at Newcastle, on Monday. From the report of the com- 
mittee it appears that of the fifty-nine boys discharged, after completing 
their terms of detention, only seven have relapsed into crime ; and of these 
one is of weak intellect, and another was a hardened criminal of eighteen 
when he was received into the institution. Fifty-two lads are engaged in 
bonest employment, earning wages varying in amount from 3s. to 16s. per 
weck. At the meeting a committee was appointed for the purpose of 
erecting and properly rigging ships’ masts for the exercise and training of 
of the beys. 

A Tra Panty or CoimNeysweers at Brruincram.—On Mon- 
day greaiog a social ga‘ bering of chirnneysweeps and their wives took place 
at Birmingham, under the auspices of the Town Mission Society. The tea 
meeting was held at the Mission House, and was presided over by Alderman 
Cutler, several gentlemen who have actively interested themselves in the 
social improvement of the people being also present. The room was deco- 
ra‘ed for the occasion, and a plentiful supply of tea, cake, &c., was pro- 
vided. Good order and harmony prevailed throughout the evening, and a 
vote of thanks to the chairman and the gentlemen who had supported him 
terminated the proceedings. 

A DOUBLE SUICIDE occurred on Tuesday week at Easton, near 
Huntingdon. A couple named Saddington, both upwards of seventy years 
of age, who had lived many years in the village, were found drowned in 
a pond opposite their cottage, having nothing on but their night-dresses. 
An inquest was held the following morning, when it was stated that the 
deceared had been to the guardians at Huntingdon for relief, when they 
were tuld they might go into the union. This, it is supposed, preyed so 
much upon their minds as to cause them to commit suicide. It appears it 
was a premeditated act, as on pe peereene day they had disposed of their 
few articlesof furniture, and paid off some debts owing in the village. The 
jury returned a verdict of ‘ Found drowned.” 


THe Wuitwontn RirLep Cannon.—The experiments with 
Mr. Whitworth’s rifled cannon at Southport were continued on Wednesday 
and Thursday (last week). On Wednesday, with the 3-pounders and 12- 
a, at low elevations, the deviation from the line of fire was singu- 
arly small, and with the former, at an elevation even of 20 degs., the range 
was enormous, being in no case less than 6316 yards, and in most instances 
above 6500 yards. The deviation in the last-named scries was, however, 
considerable, which may have been partly due to the wind at the time. On 
Thursday the range of this gun at 20 degs. elevation was equally great, 
and the deviation decidedly less. The 80 pounder, at an elevation of 10 
degs., carried about 4400 yards, with an average deviation of twenty-seven 
yards. The public trials of these guns are now concluded, and Mr. Whit- 
worth waits for an opportunity to be afforded him by Government of trying 
his inventions against those of Sir W. Armstrong. 


CarTuRE OF GAMBLERS aT MancnesteR.—Two extraordinary 
gambling cases were heard at the Manchester Police Court on Tues- 
day. Some days ago the police received information that a person 
named George Petts kept a gambling-house in Turner-street, and on 
Monday night Captain Palin, accompanied by several police officers, visited 
the premises. Four men were found playing at cards ; £20 in silver lay on 
the table, and close by was a box containing dice. Two other persons were 
aleo found in the room, and all six were at once taken into custody—Petts 
on the charge of keeping a gambling-house, and the others on the charge of 
gambling. Petts was fined £100, with the alternative of three months’ im- 
prisonment ; and a penalty cf £5 was inflicted upon each of the remaining 
defendants, with e exception of a_ cigar-dealer, named Lippman 
Arensberg, who set up what Mr. Maude called a “lawful” excuse, and 
thus escaped with a fine of £2.——BSimilar charges were brought against 
Mr. Bartholomew Onley, a beereeller in Thomas-strect, and eleven persons 
who were discovered in the houre on Monday night, surrounded with all 
the accessories of gambling. Onley, like Petts, was fined £100, or, in 
default, three months’ imprisonment; while the other defendants were 
mulcted in penalties ranging from £2 to £5, with the alternative of one 
month's imprisonment. 


Tue Recent Gates.—There have been some ferious disasters 
from the severe gales which prevailed in the early part of this week. The 
Nimrod steamer, which left Liverpool on Monday morning for Cork, was 
driven upon the rocks off St. David's Head, on the Pembrokshire coast, on 
Tuesday morning, and went down in deep water. About thirty persons 
were on board. ail of whom were drowned.—The damage done along the 
banks of the Thames was serious. Between Blackfriars and Southwark 
bridges, on the Surrey side, a lightning-conductor, attached by strong 
fastenings to a lofty shaft, was forced frm its position and carried away, 
dragging with it a large portiin of the brickwork. The storm sorloudly 
damaged many of the larger-sized vessels lying in midstream and along the 
wharves on the Middicsex and Surrey sides of the river. Many heavy crafts 

roke away from their powerful gear, and were drifted a consilerable 
distence. At Bromley Cut a boy, named George White, was playing upon 
the deck of a barge, when a gust of wind whirled him into the water, and 
be was drowned.—From all parts of the country there are acco nts of 
buildings blown down and trees torn up. Much damage has been done to 
the shipping in the northern ports. The gale inflicted considerable injury 
upon the various pole-lines of telegrap». Not only in this counfry, but 
throughout the Contir ent, the lines have been interr: pted, partly by posts 
being blown down, partly by trees falling on the wires, and burling poles 
ard wires together to the earth.

The church cccupies a commanding positicn on the Lumley Hills, and con- 
sists of nave, chancel, t wer, and spire, in the Geometrical Decorated style.

LORD ELGIN AND SIR M. SEYMOUR, 


The « ficial correspondence relative to the differences in China between 
Lord E)gin and Admiral Sir Michael Seymour has been published. 

In a despatch dated “H.M 8. Furious, Gulf of Pechili, 23rd of April, 
1653,” Lord Elgin reports the inconvenience which had been occasioned by 
the failure of Rear-Admiral Sir M. Seymour to carry out the arrangements 
which bad been made to ensure the presence of a fleet of gun-boats off 
the Peiho to support the’demands made by his Excellency on the Chinese 
Government ord Elgin communicated to the French, Russian, and 
American Ambagsadors his intention of advancing within the bar of the 
Pciho with the gun-boats, and adds :—*‘ On the 3rd of April, however, two 
days after the dispatch of the communications in question, the Coromandel, 
tender to the flag-sbip, arrived at Shanghai, conveying the very perplexing 
intelligence that not only had Sir M. Seymour put off his own departure 
from Hong-Kong from the 16th, the date mentioned in his letter of the 2nd 
of March to me, to the 25th ult., but that no preparations for the icamediate 
dispatch of gun-boate for the noith secemed w be in progress at the time of 
her sailing. I gathered this information from the verbal reports of the 
«flicers of the'sbip, for on neither point did I hear from Sir M. Seymour.” 
Lerd Elgin then states that he was obliged to desist from his intended 
expedition, and expresses his opinion that had be been enabled to push on 
he would have brought the Imperial Government to terms, A second des- 

atch of Lord Elgin is dated April 29, 1858. At that time Sir M. Seymour 
vad arrived at the Gulf of Pechili :—‘'1t is with a degree of surprise, which 
I have ciff culty in describing, that I learn from the information which he 
bas now fcr the first time furnished to me that his arrangements are so 
made that the very inadequate force which he is about to supply will not 
arrive bere until the spproach of the season when the climate is most 
favourable to the European constitution. No explanation of the cause of 
tlis most prievous disappointment bas been given to me, and I do not trust 
myself to hazard a conjecture on the subject.” Lord Elgin says, in con- 
clusion, tl at the British force in the China seas is sufficient to carry out 
the policy of Government, but ‘ it is indispensable that those who control 
the mateiis! force of Great Britain in this quarter should lend to those who 
direct its diplomacy a vigorous and intelligent support.” 

Sir Michael Seymour replies in a long despatch, addressed to the 
Adm'ralty :—* Before leaving Hong-Kong I had made every inquiry 
respecting the navigation of the Gulf of Pechili, and had come to the con- 
clusion, which I had hoped to have communicated to Lord Elgin at 
Shanghai, that the end of April would be sufficiently early for her 
Majerty’s ebips to assemble off the Peiho, to carry on operations with effect, 
and the fact of the Calcutta having carried away her mainyard in the stil 
strong north-east wind, while crossing the Gulf on the 23rd of April, 
sufficiently proves the correctness of my opinion. Even after the 10th of 
May thcre were many days during which it was quite tipracticable for the 
gun. beats to carry on active operations. . . . . . Had Lord Elgin 
waited my arrival at Shangha’, I should have been able to learn 
his Exceilency’s wishes, and to have made the necessary ——- 
mcnts for carrying out any intended operations ; but no later than 
lth of April his Lordship, acting on the verbal reports of the sub- 
ordinate cfficers of my flag tender, and knowing I must be close at 
hand (I arrived three days afterwards), proceeded with the smal) force then 
at Shanghai to the Gulf of Pechili, and, having arrived there on the 14th, 
finds, according to his Lordship’s own admission, that the force was 
inadequate for making any movement in advance, so that the only object 
attained was the placing mein afalse position, by taking my ships from under 
my orders, and giving to the Chinese an undue knowledge of ourapproach.” 
Sir Michael Seymour enters into the whole question at great length in his 
repuy. 

On this document the Admiralty expresses the following opinion:

TE Opes oF Horace. By THEODORE Martin, 
J. W. Parker and Son. 
This is a hearty effort to render into English 
verse the odes of Horace, and the translation is 
accompanied by a life of the poet and copious 
notes. ‘The object of the translator has been 
to convey to the mind of an English reader 
the impression, as nearly as may be, which the 
originals produce upon his own. e diffi- 
culties of such a task are fully admitted. The 
dictum of Shelley—“‘ that it is impossible to re- 
— in another language the melody of versi- 
cation, and that even the volatile strength and 
delicacy of the ideas escape in the crucible of 
translation”—is quoted with approbation, and it 
is acknowledged that no competent translator 
can satify himself, and still less can he expect to 
satisfy others, and that it is easy to demonstrate 
that Horace is untranslatable. The whole case, 
in fact, against this new attempt is fairly stated, 
and nothing is deduced as an argument against it, 
except that, which every one is willing to receive, 
that with the translator, as with those who 
have preceded him, this has been a labour of love, 
not undertaken with any view to a complete 
version, but which, in the course of time, has 
imperceptibly grown up into even such a volume 
as that before us. Mr. Martin, as is well known, 
on, as @ versifier, a remarkable imitative 
aculty, and is master of a copious storehouse 
of and imagery. Nevertheless, it is to 
be doubted whether these are exactly the quali- 
ties which go towards an adequate dealing with 
such a poet as Horace. In this case no power of 
y can be brought into play, and Mr. Martin 
very conscientiously abstained from yielding 
to any temptation into which the possession of 
that peculiar capability may have led him. He has, 
with praiseworthy care and diligence, sought to 
catch the tone of his author, and striven earnestly 
to infuse the charm of his manner into English 
verse. Once or twice he has, perhaps, failed in 
his effort to be ‘‘ light without being flippant, and 
to be playful without being vulgar,” but, on the 
whole, he has showed much of the delicacy of touch 
which is demanded by a work like this, and which 
he has proved not to be quite so hopeless of attain- 
ment as he himself thinks. How far he has gt 





over the main difficulty in a translation of 
kind it is not for us to say. That difficulty seems 
to be this : that for the classical scholar, and one 
who canand does apeceene Horace, no translation 
1s necessary or desirable: while to enable the 
‘mere English reader to believe that the poet has 
aright to all the merits and charms which are 
claimed for him by those who can steep them- 
selves in the original isa task for the performance 
of which there are no corresponding materials in 
the two languages. 


CoRAYDA AND OTHER POEMS, 
Jones. Kent and Co, 
When Mr. Ernest Jones first appeared before the 
public in the c er of a poet some surprise 
was felt that a leader of Chartists should give 
eminent proofs that he was a scholar, a man of 
refined literary taste, and a gentleman. It is 
likely that few persons have ised the 
fact that it is probably the very ideality of 
Chartism which gave it its charm for Mr. Ernest 
Jones, and that in his quality of a demagogue 
and an agitator he may have found a vent for 
the enthusiasm and even the romance of his tem- 
erament, To his former productions due merit 
been awarded by the critical world, and we 
think that the appeal which he makes to the 
public in the present volume will be responded 
to with equal favour. In the first poem of the 
collection, which is ‘‘ A Tale of Faith and 
Chivalry,” there is no pretension, but much that 
is musical in the verse, and the evolvement 
of the slightest of stories is graceful enough ; 
while here and there are to be found, we will not say bursts, 
for they are hardly that, but gleams of thought and diction which 
are eminently poetical. In the detached pieces there is less calmness 
than in the more ambitious poems, but not the less natural evi- 
dences of emotion and passion. Indeed, in one or two instances, 
in a few eager stanzas, and even lines, the writer rises to a point

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NEW CATHEDRAL AT 
MONTREAL. 
Tis building, which is unques- 
tionably the most beautiful speci- 
men of ecclesiastical architecture 
in Canada, if not on the American 
Continent, has recently been 
opened for Divine service. It 
was designed by Mr. F. Wills 
(late of Salisbury), and is on the 
cruciform plan. It consists of 
nave and aisles, 112 feet long and 
70 feet wide; transepts, 100 feet 
across tower, and 25 feet wide ; 
tower, 29 feet square ; and choir, 
46 feet long and 28 feet wide, 
with aisle for organ-chamber. 
The spire rises to a height of 224 
feet. Connected with the choir 
is the robing-room and clerk’s 
room; and half detached from 
this the octagonal building, con- 
taining chapter-house, diocesan 
library, &c. Internally the nave, 
67 feet high, has an open 
roof, the timbers of which are 
worked and carved. Two ranges 
of columns and arches sepa- 
rate the nave from the aisles. 
The capitals of these columns 
are elaborately carved and de- 
signed from Canadian plants, 
The four end arches of the nave 
spring from sculptured heads 
representing the four Evangelists. 
The ceiling of the choir is elabo- 
rately illuminated in blue and 
vermilion, and spangled with 
golden stars. The wheel window 
(seen in the Engraving) is in 
coloured glass (the gift of the 
school children), and also the four 
small windows underneath, repre- 
senting the four major prophets 
(these are a of the Hon, 
G. Moffat). he whole of the 
windows in the clerestory of the 
choir are in coloured glass (the 
gift of the clergy of the diocese), 
The altar window (also given) is 
of the most chaste and elegant 
description, executed by Clayton 
and Bell, London. The transept 
windows, and the windows in the 
ends of the aisles, are also of 
painted glass (the gift of various 
members of the congregation). 
The pews are all low, with carved 
ends, and without doors. The 
stalls on each side of the choir are 
elaborately carved. The reredos 
is laid with Minton’s encaustic tiles 
(chocolate-coloured ground, with 
the fleur-de-lis ingreen). On one 
side of the altar are the sedilia 
for the clergy, of exquisite work- 
manship. Three arched canopies, 


on polished stone columns, surmount the seats. At either side 
are busts of the Queen and the Bishop of the diocese. Over the 
arches is carved, and the letters illuminated, ‘‘Oh, worship the 
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CHRISTCHURCH CATHEDRAL, MONTREAL. 


Lord in the beauty of holiness.” The font is a beautiful specimen 


of stone carving, executed in England. The organ, by Hill, of 
London, is in course of erection; and the clock and peal of bells are

land. The church is built of 
Montreal bluestone, with dress- 
ings of soft oolite imported ex- 
pressly from Caen. The entrance- 
porch (seen in the Engraving) is 
a beautiful specimen of stone 
carving. It is in contemplation 
to erect a handsome throne for 
the Bishop in the choir. 

From various causes it has 
been thought better to defer the 
ceremony of consecration of the 
cath for a few months. It 
was, however, opened for Divine 
service on Advent Sunday. The 
morning service—in which the 
Dean, ew ae ee panen 
Leach, and o ergy too 5 
the Lord Bishop po I ono pate 
gy se performed, and the 
Holy Communion administered 
to a large number. There was 
also full service in theafternoon, at 
which the Dean preached. The 
evening service, which is on the 
plan of St. Paul’s, Westminster 
Abbey, &c., being entirely free, 
was thronged long before the 
service commenced, and . 
parently not only by those he 
went from mere curiosity. The 
singing, led by a choir of men 
and boys (amateurs), was such 
that the whole co ation were 
able to join. The eacon 
preached a most eloquent sermon. 
As this was the first attempt at a 
free evening service on the plan 
of the London cathedrals, it was 
extremely satisfactory to see so 
large a number ai themselves 
of the privilege. After the 
Evening Hymn was sung, to 
Tallis’s canon, the Bishop pro- 
nounced the Benediction. 

Christchurch cathedral has re- 

ceived many valuable presents 
from well-wishers in , in- 
cluding a magnificent altar-cloth, 
lectern, service-books, &c. The 
cost of the building is estimated 
at about £35,000 sterling. 


BOLOGNA. 


As Bologna is now the centre of 
the Italian movement, we give a 
View of the exterior of the city, 
which, like the majority of 
Italian cities, offers a rich and 
picturesque outline. Bologna 
stands next to Rome in po- 
pulation and importance. It is 
situated in a plain north of the 
Apennines, is surrounded b 

walls, and has twelve gates. It 


is remarkable for its fine palaces, which are numerous (many of 
them of vast size, with three or four different courts), and in a 
good style of architecture, especially those of brick with terra cotta

ernamentation. Among the best we may namo Palazzi Bevilacqua, 
Favs, Magnani, Bentivozglio, and the house of the Caracci; ths 
latter a building doubly" interesting from its architecture, and as 
having been inhabited by the painters Caracci. Many noble families 
reside in these palaces. 

The great square is very picturesque. and always full of anim.- 
‘tion. In it stands the Palazzo del Pubblico, a fine building, the 
residence of the Cardinal Lezate, and the seat of the various courts 
of justice. In this square is the fine fountain with the colossal 
statue of Neptune by Giovanni da Bologna. 

Perhaps the great and peculiar features of the city are the arcaded 
streets, nearly every street, in fact, being so. The chief of thom 
are built of bri-k and terra ootta, ‘and many are exceedingly rich 
end effective. In a general way, owing to their height, and the 
climate, they do not obstruct the light as might be imagined, and 
as shelter from the sun and rain are most accepta»le. One is 
naturally reminded by them of our own town of Chester, though the 
latter carriees off the palm for the picturesque. The twin Towers 
Asinelli and Garisenda, standing close together in the centre of the 
city, are a very remarkable feature of Bologna (they appear on the 
rig t band in the V jew). Asinelli, so called from its founder, is very 
lofty and slender—upwards of three hundred feet high; it is very 
slightly out of the perpendicular; but Garisenda, its neighbour, not 

f the height, looking as though suddenly checked in its growth, 
inclines on one side about nine fect. This inclination, it is said, like 
that of the Tower of Pisa, was the result of a sinking’ of the ground 
under the foundations. The strange and fearful effect it produces 
is alluded to by Dante in the “Inferno.” It has been fancifully 
observed “that Bologna, seen from the neighbouring hills, has in 
its outline the appearance of a vessel with one mast, represonted

The mention 
of a few of the names of their school is sufficient :—Francia, 
Primaticcio, Tibaldi, Guido, Domeni, Chino, the Caracci, and 
Guercino, There is a head by the latter said to have been painted 
inanight. The men of Bologna are fine fellows, manly and light- 
hearted, and certeinly the oes independent portion of the Papal 
States, and a considerable amount of formation exists among the 
educated classes. The women are good-looking. In a word, Bo 
logna is a thriving, industrious, wealthy city. It numbers some 
70,000 souls.

Lorp Jonx RusseEtt introduced his Reform Bill on Thursday 
evening. The measure, which is of a very simple character, 
proposes to make the county franchise to consiat of a £10 occu- 
pation, and to reduce the present borough franchise to £6. He 
preserves the present rating clauses, but makes the payment of 
poor rates only, and not that of assessed taxes, necessary to 
the attainment of a vote. He proposes to take away 
one of the two existing members from twenty-five small 
boroughs having a population below 7000, and he gives 
those members to fifteen counties which he spscified, 
and the remainder to Kensington and Chelsea, Birkenhead, 
Staleybridge, and Burnley, which are erected into boroughs ; and 
an addition of one member is made to the representation of 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, and Leeds. The total 
number of persons added to the elective constituencies by the 
adoption of the new franchise will be above 634,000, which, he 
stated, would include a great number of the working classes, 
whose admission, the noble Lord very earnestly declared, would 
tend to add strength to the Constitution of this country. 


Mr. Macxrnnon’s bill, which has the laudable object of trying 
the experiment of Conciliation Courts, before which the disputes 
between master and workman might be discussed, without recourse 
to the tribunals of law, was debated on Wednesday. Cold water 
was thrown on the plan by Sir George Lewis, and the bill itself 
may be in many respects defective. Yet the great success of these 
useful Courts in France surely suggests a favourable hearing of 
their advocates. Mr. Blanchard Jerrold, who, at the wish of Lord 
Brougham, has been investigating the subject in Paris, for the 
purpose of lecturing on it in England, states that out of 80,000 
cases, large or small, that come before the prudhommes in a year, 
but 8000 are taken out of that presence undecided, It is a sort 
of arbitration—surely the most rational way of settling quarrels. 

Our Queen has had the satisfaction of welcoming home again 
her gallant young midshipman, Prince Alfred, who has returned 
with the Zuryalus. His Royal Highness may be esteemed doubly 
fortunate in having escaped the terrific gale of Tuesday, which 
raged fearfully round the coasts as well as inland, and which has 
caused enormoud destruction, and in a few cases—we hope that 
later advices may not render the qualification inapplicable —has 
occasioned loss of life. It departed as suddenly as it came, and 
the twenty-ninth of February, a sort of noteatile date from ita 
infrequent intrusion upon us, was as fine and calm a day as could 
be desired. The gale will be a remembered feature of one of the 
most curiously variable winters on record. 

Lord Palmerston deserves all credit for having offered the 
vacant mitre of Rochester to Dr. Vaughan, the late Master of 
Harrow, though, contrary to the hopes of those who knew how 
valuable a mam had been selected for elevation, that estimable 
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clergyman has said nolo episcopari in earnest. In times like these 
a bierarch should be, in the best sense, a member of the Church 
militant, and missionary; and Dr. Vaughan was likely to have ad- 
ministered excellently the important diocese at present wanting an 
overlooker—one who has to look, from the chair of Gundulph, 
over the whole of Hertfordshire and nearly all Essex. “’Tisa 
great charge,” if we may quote such a personage as Dame Quickly 
in connection with so grave a subject. Yet the see (once Atter- 
bury’s) is proverbially a small one; perhaps those who parcelled 
out the diocese had other views of the duty of Bishops than those 
now held by the real friends of the Church. 

A Parliamentary Committee considered for three hours and a half 
whether Sir James Graham and his colleague should continue to 
sit for Carlisle. The decision was finally given in favour of those 
gentlemen. It is due to the character of a leading statesman to 
add that neither lawyers nor laymen can understand why the very 
drumpery case of alleged bribery—in fact it did not, in its 
strongest aspect, deserve the name—should have occupied the 
Committee twenty minutes. The charge was, that on the com- 
plaint of an humble voter that some men in his employ had ne- 
glected their work for the election he was compensated to the 
extent of their day’s wages, some shillings, It would have been 
perfectly ridiculous to permit such an act, even if it had 
been pérformed by Sir James himself, to disqualify the member 
chosen by Carlisle. Lord Grey de Wilton and Mr. Brooks, the 
Conservative members for Weymouth, have also been declared 
rightfully seated. The only other incident in the domestic 
history of Parliament for the week has been the flight of Mr, 
Hennessy to take part in an Irish election when he was under the 
exprees orders of the House to attend an important Committee 
here. Captain Stackpole has been elected for Ennis, in place of 
Sir J. D. Fitzgerald, the new Irish Judge. 

Of foreign news the only item of much interest is the fact that 
the Spaniards do not consider they have done enough in the way 
of castigating the Moors, so the Envoys are sent back by the Duke 
of Tetuan, and Spanish vessels are bombarding towns on the 
coast. The press of Spain has been inciting the national ill- 
feeling against England, for being so brutal as to ask, and even 
accept, payment of a small portion of her debt from Spain. Long 
reckoniugs do not keep nations friends any more than individuals. 
Perhaps it is hardly worth while making any reply to the 
ludicrously,false and foolish attacks of the Spaniards, unless we 
* project our souls into the future,” and say to them, as to 
petulant children, “The very next time a Napoleon overruns 
Spain, see whether we cend a Wellington to turn him out.”

Extensive Fravp sy a Trustzz.—Mr. William Francis 
Vandervell, of Halfmoon-street, Piccadilly, was brought before the magis- 
trate at Worship-street, on Saturday, charged with misappropriating bank 
shares and a odiney bond, amounting in value to £7000. The prisoner 
was one of three trustees of and other for a Mrs. Borland. 
One of the co-trustees died, and another went to Australia, leaving him a 
power of attorney, so that he had thus absolute power over the sroperty. 
It was recently discovered by Mrs. Borland that more than 100 shares in 
tke London Westminster Bank and certain other stock had been sold 
out twelve months back without her knowledge. The prisoner stands 
remanded, bail being refused. 


Tur Patace or THE Prorte.— “The Great Northern Palace 
Company (Limited)” have launched their plan for a great “ Palace of the 
People” at Muswell-h The attractions are to comprise a winter garden, 
a concert and lecture room, and various in-door and out-door amusements. 
The means of promoting popular education are to receive special attention. 
Lord Brougham has accepted the office of president of a council to be 
intrusted with the educational department. The promoters point out that 
the population of the north side of London is more than 1,500,009; that 
the Pullding will be directly accessible from a station of the Great Northern 
line, without the fatigue of a long ascent ; and that the estate, which con- 
sists of about 450 acres, will admit of 800 acres being let on lease or sold 
for the erection of villas. 


MILLINERS AND DrESSMA¥ERS’ PROVIDENT AND BENEVOLENT 
InstiTuTION.—The twelfth annual mecting of the friends and supporters of 
this society was held on Tucsday night in Willis’s Rooms, King-street, St. 
James’s—Mr. Stephen Lewis in the chair. The report stated that during 
the past year 10 members had been admitted. The institution now consists 
of 184 members, of whom 53 were life and 81 annual subscribers. During 
tLe year ending 31st of January, 1860, the receipts had been £674 10s. 21. ;

the 81st of January, 1860, of £235 2s. 5d. The late George Biggs, Fisq., the 
proprietor and publisher of the Family Herald, had bequeathed £100 to the 
institution. That legacy would be shortly paid, and would form part of the 
assets of the current year. The report was adopted.

The 
first half, now finished, will only be opened for the present for carriage 
traffic ; foot passengers will pass over a portion of the old bridge while tne 
remainder of the works connected with the new one are being carried on. 
A proposition has been made by Mr. Page to apply the stone and materials 
of the old bridge to the formation of an embankment, extending from the 
present bridge along the front of Whitehall-gardens. The bridge was 
opened on Thursday afternoon for foot-passengers only. 


Bintus AnD Deatus.—Last week the births of 977 boys and 
987 girls (in all 1964 children) were registered in London. In the ten corre- 
sponding weeks of the years 1850-59 the average number was 1738.—— 
The sickness which is now so generally diffused throughout the metropoli- 
tan population continues to develop itself in a high rate of mortality. The 
deaths registered in London, which rose in the ——- week to 1454, 
increased in the weck that ended last Saturday (February 25th), when the 
deaths of 1500 persons were registered. Inthe ten years 1850-59 the average 
number of deaths in the corresponding week was 1227; but as the deaths 
returned last week occurred in an increased population, the average to 
admit of comparison shou!d be raised proportionally to the increase—namely, 
to 1349. It appears, therefore, that the deaths of last week exceeded b 
151 the pumber which the average rate of mortality would have produced. 
Of the 1500 deaths, 724 occurred under 20 years of age, 188 in the period 20 
to 40 years, 228 at 40 to 60, 281 at 60-80, and 63 at the age of 80and upwards. 
Of these, six were deaths of nonagenarians; and the widow of a hatter 
residing in Friar-street, Southwark, had attained, it is said, the age of 101 
years. 


Capmen’s Ciups.—The cabmen’s club, set on foot by the Earl 
of Shaftesbury, held their first annual meeting on Tuesday evening at the 
Stafford Rooms—the Earl of ee resident of the society, in the 
chair. The secretary read the report, which stated that seventy members 
had enrolled themselves immediately on the formation of the society. The 
room appropriated to their use contained a library of 250 volumes of a 
religious and moral character; it was also supplied with papers and 

riodicals. The ber of books lent during the year was 600. A benefit 
society had been established. The chairman congratulated the members 
on the celebration of their firstanniversary. It was undeniable that cabmen 
laboured under many unjust imputations, such as general diecourteousness 
of manner. With one single exception, he himself had never met with 
diseourteous treatment at their hands. He believed that a great deal of 
this, when it did exist, was caused in a great measure by the overbearing 
treatment of many of those who employed them. The meeting was subse- 
quently addreseed by Lord Henry Se the Rev. Mr. Chalmers, 
and other gentlemen, and the proceedings, which had been of a very inte- 
resting character throughout, terminated with a cordial vote of thanks to 
the chairman.

Society ror THe EncouracemMent or Tag Finz Ants.—The 
first conversazione for the season of this society took place on Wednesday 
evening at their rooms, 9, Conduit-street, the gallery of the Architectural 
Photographic Association being also kindly thrown open for the occasion. 
Mr. H. Ottley, who took the chair, briefly explained the intended arrange- 
ments for the season, and the operations of the society, including the allot- 
ment of prizes, and the oes of classes in music and drawing. The 
announcement that the Earl of Ellesmere, one of the vice-presidents of the 
society, had most kindly intimated his intention of throwing open the 
magnidecent picture-gallery at Bridgewater House for a conversazione, or 
meeting of the society, in May, was warmly received. Mr. G. Montague 
Davis, BA. then read a paper on “‘ The Fine Arts—their Rise, Decline, and 
Present Position,” taking a popular and pract'cal view of thesubject, which 
was listened to with great attention, and applauded at the close. The pro- 
ceedings of the evening were wound up wit a musical performance con- 
ducted by Mr. Alfred Gilbert. Some choice pictures and some works in 
sculpture decorated the west gallery. The conversazione was numerously 
attended. 

Mr. Trpp Pratt on Frienpiy Socrerres.—Yesterday week 
Mr. Tidd Pratt, Registrar of Friendly Societics in England, delivered a 
lecture at the Workmen's Institute and Benefit Club, York-road, Lambeth, 
the large hall of which was well filled on the occasion. Mr. Pratt com 
menced his address by taking an historical view of his subject, and then 
proceeded to explain the constitution of benefit societies, and the legisla 
tion applying thereto. Tables should be computed on a scale ensuring an 
annual surplus. A friendly society during the first ten years of its exist- 
ence would not have more, probably, than half the claims made upon it 
for eickness that it would have in the ten years succeeding. Members 
ought to be induced to join while hale and young. To this end no allow- 
ance should be made during the first year of membership. The delay till 
infirmity stole upon aman, when his entrance was little better than a 
fraud, should always be discouraged. Mr. Pratt censured the tice of 
holding meetings of benefit societies at public-houses. Foundations of 
intemperance were by this means laid; and it is very much to be 
deplored that scarcely any business could be conducted among English 
working men that was not somehow associated with beer-drinking. The 
investment of the funds was a very important matter. By a recent Act 
there was a limitation to the modes of investment. Mr. Pratt proceeded 
to comment cn the particular .socicty whose members he was addressing. 
He thought it could not be equalled by any of the 20,000 which had come 
under his notice. There were, he was happy to state, 21,700 benefit clubs 
in England and Wales, the aggregate number of members being 2,500,000. 
He strongly advised that no man should become a member of any society 
the rules of which were not legally certified. The certification did not 
cost one halfpenny. A member of an uncertified ee | had no means of 
prosecuting any defaulting officer. Mr. Pratt concluded with some 
remarks on the frugal habits of the working classes. Questions were put 
by working men in the body of the room, and a discussion arose, which 
enabled Mr. Tidd Pratt to offer explanations in detail.

Finding that such additions to the ordinary 
arrangement of our parish churches excite the parishioners, I require 
you, before the service of to-morrow, to go to the chureh, along with the 
clergyman in charge, and, if it appears to you that ornaments thus exhibited 
are euch as are likely to excite angry feclings, quietly to remove the same.” 
At ten o'clock on Sunday morning Mr. Thompson, accompanied by the 
Rev. Mr. Dove, the clergyman in charge, and the beadle of the church, 
removed the objectionable formula from the altar, and the consequence 
was that during the morning service the church displayed only its bare 
walls, there being none of the usual ornaments to be seen. The Guardian 
says, ‘The objectionable drapery, so far as we gather from its description, 
appears to have been the substitution of a dark altar-cloth suitable for 
Lent; the same as is done in the Royal Chapels, in St. Paul's, Covont- 
garden, and most of the old London churches.” At the morning service a 
person named French was taken into custody on the charge of ‘‘saying 
the responses irreverently or out of time ;" and in the afternoon, during the 
* lecturer's” service, a dissipated woman made her way into the church, and 
conducted herself in the most disgusting manner. On Monday this woman 
was fined 10s. by the Thames police magistrate for being “ drunk and dia- 
orderly ;” the case against Mr. French was dismissed. There was but little 
disturbance at the evening service, more than 200 policemen being prosent.

Rewards amounting to £53 were also voted to the 
crewsof the society's life-boat stations at Ayr, North Britain, Groat Yarmouth, 
Teignmouth, and Penmon for saving many lives from various wrecks — 
the recent heavy storms. Rewards amounting to £49 were likewise vote 
to the society's life-boats stationed at Holyhead, Cahore, Wicklow, and 
Fraserburgh for putting off recently with the view of rendering assistance 
to ships in distress, but which did not afterwards require their aid. The 
silver medal of the institution was also voted to Thomas Baker, coastguarda- 
men ; the thanks of the institution, inscribed on vellum, to six other men, 
in addition to money rewards which they had locally received for their 
gallant services in rescuing four out of six from the wrecked schooner 
Sentinel, which was recently wrecked at the back of the Isle of Wight. 
Various other rewards were also voted for saving life from different wrecks on 
the coast. The institution decided on placing new life-boats at New Quay, in 
Cornwall, andatSyrella, in Dundrum Bay, A benevolent lady had decided on 
presenting to the society the cost (£380) of both boats. Life-boats were ordered 
to be stationed at Banff, on the north-east coast of Scotland, and at nee 
near Margate. The cost of these life-boats had also been generously pre 
sented to the society. It was reported that the institution had now under 
its charge ninety-nine life-boats—the largest life-saving flect the world has 
ever yct scen under the management of a philanthropic institution. Some 
of these boats were instrumental last year in saving two hundred and 
eighteen of our fellow-creatures from a watery grave. The Royal Mersey 
Yacht Club presented to the institution a liberal contribution of £75, being 
the proceeds of a ball given by the club at Liverpool in aid of the funds of 
the Life-boat Society.

THE EMPIRE OF MOROCCO. 


WE have given from time to time some iculars 
of this country, towards which the public atten- 
tion is now naturally directed, and annexed are 
some further details, chiefly from ‘ Johnston's 
Gazetteer,” to accompany our a 

Morocco, or Marocco (Arab. hrib-ul-Acsa, 
“the Extreme West”), the ancient Mauritania, isa 
coun’ of North-west Africa, between lat. 28° 
and 36° N., long. 0° 40 and 11° 40 W., having E. 
and 8.E. the Desert, N.E. Al W. the Atlantic, 
and N. the Mediterranean Its area is over 
200,000 square miles. The population is variously 
estimated, some authorities oe & as high as 
14,000,000, while others fix it at 8,500,000, of whom 
about 3,550,000 are Moors, 3,750,000 Berbers and 
Shellocks, 740,000 Bedouins, and 339,500 Jews, 
The surface of the country is mountainous, covered 
with ramifications of Mount Atlas, but comprising 
many fine plains and valleys. The principal rivers 
are the Mahala, flowing into the Mediterranean ; 
the Sebu, Morbeya, Tensift, and Suea, entering 
the Atlantic ; and the Draha, beyond the Atlas. 
Its climate is for the most part healthy, the 
temperature seldom exceeding 85° Fahr. The soil 
in the valleys was celebrated in antiquity for its 
great fertility, and yielding, in some places, three 
crops of corn in one year; but so little is agri- 
culture understood that large crops of corn are 
sometimes suffered to remain unreaped, and at 
other times many of the inhabitants die of famine. 
The principal crops are wheat, maize, millet, and 
barley ; dates, grapes, olives, sugar-cane, cotton, 
tobacco, the fruits of South Europe, cork, and 
henna. Timber for building is not generally 
abundant, and is —— from Spain. The grass 
lands are rich, and feed a fine race of horses, the 
exportation of which is prohibited ; besides large 
numbers of sheep, goats, oxen, and mules. Camels

mineral products comprise iron, copper, and anti- 
mony. The domestic manufactures com 
woollen and cotton fabrics. Leather is in 


manufactured. A trade with Levant is carried 
on by the Mecca and other caravans, and by 
feluccas coasting along the shores of Barbary. 
There is also a communication by caravans with 
Timbuctoo and other in Central Africa, 
where the Morocco anee -_ be 
tobacco, cloth, caps, girdles, gers, tor » 
dust, ivory, histone horns, cetida, ostrich 
eathers, and slaves. The exports to Europe consist 
of wax, hides, skins, olive oil, gums, wool, dates, 
honey, indigo, shawls, carpets, kc. The Govern- 
ment is more despotic than in most Mohammedan 
States. Theempire consists of the kingdoms of 
Morocco, Fez, and the territories Sus, Draba, and 
Tafillet ; and is subdivided into twenty-eight pro- 
vinces. Among its princi cities and towns are 
Morocco, Fez, Mequinez, Rabat, Sallee, Tarudant, 
Titnan, Tesa, Mogadore, and Tangier, which, with 
other capitals of provinces, are governed by military 
prefects. The towns are chiefly inhabited by Moors 
and Jews, which latter conduct the larger mercan- 
tile transactions ; the Berbers and Sheilocks form 
the bulk of the agricultural population ; and the 
Arabs generally lead a wandering life on the plains, 
living in tents, and subsisting on the produce of 
their herds and flocks. Arts and sciences are at a 
low ebb, though in most of the cities and towns 
are Mohamm colleges, the principal of which 
is at Fez. The standing army amounts, in time of 
pene, to 15,000 or 20,000; in war, to 80,000 or 

00,000 ; mostly negro slaves. ‘The navy, once 
formidable, is now insignificant,

THE REFORM BILL. 

Lord John Russet rose at five minutes to five for the purpose of asking 
‘cave to bring in a bill further to amend the law relating to the representa- 
‘tion of the people in Parliament. At this time there were in the galleries 
the!Earl of Derby, Lord Lyvedon, Lord Belper, Earl Stanhope, the Bishop 
of Carlisle, Viscount Eversley, and other peers. 

The noble Lord, having presented a petition from 10,000 (as we understood) 
inhabitants of the city of London in favour of Reform, proceeded to say that 
he had no desire in any bill he might propose to alter the landmarks of the 
Constitution of this country. When he compared the present state of the 
country with that before the Reform Act of 1832 ke could not but congratu- 
late the country upon the fact that since that time the people generally 
were more satisfied with the institutions under which they lived. In 1820 
Lord Castlereagh introduced a measure restraining the liberties of the peo- 
ple, and to prevent the expression of public opinion out of doors ; but in 
1860 there was a universal desire to maintain the institutions of the country. 
What he now proposed to do was to supply some omissions in the late 
Reform Act which were of considerable importance. 

There was one point upon which the opinion of the country had been ex- 

ed, which was the mode of voting in counties. He proposed to add to 

e counties an occupstion-franchise of £10 a year, and means would be 
taken to secure that it should be a bond fide occupation, and that there 
should be a building of not less than £5, except in case of dwelling-houses. 

He then came to the lowering of the borough franchiee. Some time after 
she poaing of the laet Reform Bill he felt that the £10 qualification was 
foo high, and that it was injurious to our Parliamentary representation It 
had been said that the franchise had been especially framed to exclude the 
working classes. Le did not admit that; but it was framed to admit the 
middie classes, whose intel)iwence and wealth were entitled to the 
franchise. It would be unjust any longer to exclude the work- 
fing clarses, who, by their intelligence and character, were entitled 
fo the franchise; and he believed that by according to them the 
privilege they would become more attached to the institutions of the 
country. It had been eaid that there bad been no agitation on the subject, 
and that they should wait until there was an imperative demand for legis- 
ation ; but that was not the political wisdom which he had been taught, 
for he wes of opinfon that legislation on such points should, as much as 
possible, be proceeded with in a state of quictness, and that they ought 
not to wait until the working classes combined to press their demands 
upon the consideration of Psrliament. He had no wish to wait until 
Nottingh +m and Bristol came forward to tell Parliament that there should 
be ro fur her delay 

In considering this subject he had thought that it was better to make the 
measure as simple as possilic, and to avoid introducing franchises hitherto 
unknown to the Conrtitution of the country, which had been termed “ fancy 
franchises.” He prepoeed to extend further the £10 franchise—to maintain 
the payment of rates, but to lower the franchise from that at which it at 
present stood. With that view he had made many inquiries, and very 
carefully considered their resulta, Attention had been called to the ques- 

whether there should be a rateable frenchise. If that plan were 

ed there would be differences which would be dependent upon local 
authorities, so that one person would havo a vote, while another would not 
have one, who ~~ upon exactly the same amount of property. Next came 
the question whether they should take the gross annual rental or the net 
annual value. It was found that many persons were prevented from having 
votes, as, in many cases, the difference was as much as 27} per cont 

Then came the question, how many electors would added to the 
boroughs by adopting any particular rum as the purchase? The present 
number of voters on the register was 440.770, but of these many were quali- 
fied under the old scot and lot, and therefore they deducted 33,765, leaving 
410,000 on the registry. They found that a £9 franchise would give 
440,717 ; an £8 franchise would give 476,004; a £7 franchise would give 
532,817 ; a £6 franchise would give 604,200, which would give an addi- 
fiona] number of 194,000, making, with those which at present existed a total 
number of 634,969, which be did not think at all an extravagant number. 
f& Then comes the gee, what was the character of the persons who 

would be added to the registry? He believed, from inquiries he had made, 
that the characters of the persons would add weight to the character of the 
representation. He came now to another question, of a different nature, 
and one which it behoved the Houre to consider well as to the changes now 
or hereafter to be made, When, twenty-nine years ago, he broughtin a bill, 
the task was comparatively easy, for public sense condemned places which 
e@ent members which had few inhabitants, while such towns as Manchoster, 
Leeds, and Birmingham were unrepresented. 
» The noble Lord adverted to the disputes which had many years since 
led as to whether Ministers of the Crown should be able to hold 
seats in the House of Commons in virtue of their office, or whether they 
should be able to hold seats at all, leaving the House an entirely inde- 
tt body. In more recent times it had been admitted that persons of 
ability conducting the affairs of the country should have seats in that 
Heuse, and lately it had been the practice of counties and boroughs 
fo return them. Ue held that it was quite necessary, as a matter 
of accommodation, that they should have some small boroughs, inasmuch 
as many persons of great ability would nover risk an a ce before 
very large constituencies. If aay were to have the government of the 
country carried on in that House by Ministers of the Crown it was neces- 
gary to have other constituencies than counties and large boroughs. 
The right honourable gentleman (Mr. Disraeli) in his bill made the least

NEW REFORM BILL FOR IRELAND. 


Mr. Carpwett then moved for leave to bring in a bill further to amend 
the laws relating to the representation of the people in Ireland. It was 
ed to change the provisions of the Act of 1850, which regulated the 
qualification in counties at £12, and to substitute £10; and in boroughs 
to reduce the £10 franchise to £8. The number of electors in the various 
counties in Ireland was 174,000, which would be increased by the proposi- 
tion now made by 80,000—making the total 214,000. The increase to the 
borough franchise by the reduction of rating would be 6655 
voters, which, when added to the existing borough and county electors, 
would increase the whole elective body to 240,000. It was a) ro: 
sed to give an additional member to the county of Cork, and another 
the city of Dublin, the seats allotted to be taken from the four sus- 
pended seats in England. The Government did not tuink it desirable at 
present to give any member to the Queen's University, as that institution 
was rot sufficiently prepared for the distinction ; but it was proposed to 
remove the disqualification which now prevented Irish Peers from repre- 
senting counties or boroughs in Ireland. He hoped that this measure 
would give satisfaction to the ——_ of Ireland. 

Mr. Wiirestpe denounced the measure as totally uncalled for, unneces- 
sary, and unsatiefactory in its provisions. 

Mr. Macuire contended that the proposition which wold enable Irish 
Peers to repreeent Irish boroughs and counties was an infringement of the 
Act of Union, was revolutionary, and would be wholly repugnant to the 
feelings of the Irish people. 

Sir G. C. Lewts quoted a passage from tho Act of Union to show that the 
proposal to allow Irish Peers to reprerent Irish constituencies was not con- 
trary to the spirit of the Constitution. 

Sir J. SueLiny took exception to the provision which male the payment

REFORM BILL FOR SCOTLAND, 

The Lory Apvocats next moved for leave to bring in a bill to amend the 
laws relating to the representation of the people in Scotland. The bill 
+ to lower the county franchise to £10, and the borough franchise 

5,and to give additional members to Glasgow and the Scottish uni- 
versities. The general features of the bill were otherwise identical with 
thore of the measure for England. It was proposed, however, that the 
valuation roll should be the regular one, and that the registration courts 
should be done away with, the whole business of registration being trans- 
acted in the asseessors’ courta, which would sit in the month of October in 
each year. A £10 franchise had hithero been the property franchise. The 
Government had been requested to substitute the English 40s. freehold 
plan, but after careful consideration they thought such a scheme would not 
work satisfactorily in Scotland, andthey therefore simply proposed to reduce 
the property franchise from £10 to £5 

Bir J. Pakincton said he was apprehensive that the proposed change in 
the syetem of registration in Scotland would prevent that uniformity 
between the bills for the three countries which was most desirable. 

Mr. Baxter thought the increase in the representation of Scotland much 
too limited, and intimated that when the English bill went into Com- 
mittee he should move the disfranchisement of three or four English 
boroughs, in order that justice might be done to Scotland. 

Sir J. Fercvsson believed the bill to be both just and moderate, and 
thought it was fairly entitled to the consideration of the House. 

Mr. Stirirxo expressed his regret that two seats had not been awarded 
to the four universities instead of only one. 

After some further discussion leave was given to bring in the bill. 

The Reform Bill for England and Wales was brought in and read a first 
time. It was ordered to be read a second time on the 19th inst.

ADJOURNED DEBATE OF THE BUDGET.—DEFEAT OF 
MR. DU CANE'S AMENDMENT. 

Mr. NewproaTe opened the adjourned debate by condemning the treaty, 
which, he said, not only gave undue concessions to France, but laid us open 
to bave similar con demanded by all the world. 

Mr. B. OsporneE ridiculed the Pro onist objections of Mr. Newdegate, 
which were always put forward when free trade came under discussion. 
With respect to the treaty, he thought the more it was examined 
the more it would be found worthy of the support of the people 
of both countries. » ke former ones, removed re- 
strictions on commerce. He denied that any benpain had been made 
with France in the matter. It was a measure which gave the French 
Government essential assistance on their entrance upon the path of free 
trade. If the treaty were carried, he felt assured it would be the means of 
enabling us to cut down the enormous expenditure of our Army and Navy. 

Mr. H. Barinc had no objection to treaties, especially of a reciprocal 
character, and he thought that treaties ought to be between nations, and 
not between Governments. 

Mr M. Gipson was not surprised that Protectionists should oppose the 
Budget and the Treaty; but he was astonished that the leader of the 

position, who avowed himself a Free-trader, should likewise oppose them. 

ith respect to the treaty, he would remind the House that in 1852 Lord 
Derby proposed a commercial treaty with France, and in that treaty no 
reference was made to the Navigation Laws, although that point formed 
a strong ground of opposition to the present treaty. He contended that 
the treaty, although it might not be entirely gees, would confer great 
commercial and political advantages both on England and France. The 
commercial treaty would set free industry, and he contended that no 
classes had a greater interest with extension and freedom of trade 
than the owners of land and houses, These classes ought, there- 
fore, to give all the support in tteir power to any Government 
which extended, and which at the same time liberated, commerce. With 
respect to the income tax, be said that, considering it was necessary to 
raise £70,000,000 for the expenditure of the country, agenee in the 
pound was not a very heavy contribution. He should decply regret the 
rejection of the treaty on the insufficient ground of the income tax. He 
felt the greatest obligation to Mr. Cobden for his attempt to liberate com- 
merce in France, and he could not let the present debate close without 
giving utterance to his feelings (Cheers). 

Mr. WALPoLe said the whole debate was made up of so many important 
questions that it would be advisable to narrow the discussion to the con 
sideration of the fiscal policy best suited to meet present emergencies. A 

uestion of at national policy had been improperly mixed up by “the 
Yhancellor of the Exchequer with the question of internal finance, The 
hon. member for Essex (Mr. Du Cane) deserved the thanks of the House for 
bringing this view of the question broadly before Parliament. The motion 
of his hon. friend had been misrepresented by Mr. Bright and by th> 
Secretary for Ireland. His opinion of the ——- was that it was right in 
principle, but he considered that exception might be taken as to the time 
and mode in which the provisions were to be carried out.” He denied that 
the present motion would defeat the French treaty. If he thought it would 
he would not vote for the motion of his hon friend. Heshould support the 
treaty, though he considered that it had been too hastily completed, because 
he could not see why jealous feelings should prevent two great nations 
from exchanging the products of industry in which both excelled. He 
could not conceive that Englishmen should be opposed to the attempt at 
breaking down barriers opposed to commercial freedom merely because one 
nation could not get as much as it wished from the other. He did not 
approve of the remission of £1,000,000 of paper duty under the circum- 
stances with which it was proposed. 

The Cuance..or of the Excuxqurr replied to the principal arguments 
urged against the financial scheme, and, in a brilliant speech, vindicated 
the — of the treaty with France, which he considered would do more 
to unite both countries together in the bonds of amity than any measure 
that could be adopted. e also predicted a future of great prosperity to 
both countries in the stimulus which would be given to their trading 
my when the treaty would take effect. As to tho main features 
of the Budget, he would not enter into a discussion upon thom at that 
late hour (after midnight), reserving his remarks upon them until the 
reeolutions came before the House, when they would be considered seriatim. 

Mr. Disrac i followed, defending the principles involved in the motion of 
the hon. member for Essex, and charging the Chancellor of the Exchequer 
with inconsistency in relation to the income tax and some of his othor 
measures of finance. 

Lord PALMERSTON wound up the debate by warning the Opposition of the 
serious responsibility they iucurred in voting for a resolution which, in 
effect, was a rejection of the treaty with France, and a fatal blow to the 
whole financial scheme of her Majesty’s Government.

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TOWN AND TABLE TALK ON LITERATURE, ART, &c. 


Marcu does not bring much literature with it. Authors of 
established fame seem to be seeking for places under Goverameat, 
or for seats in the Parliament asit will be, twice reformed, by Lord .John 
Russell, should Finality John succeed with his second Reform Bill. 
It is not often given to a man after the lapse of some thirty years to 
yield a second benefit to his country ; but this second benefit Lord 
John Russell is bound to give us, and will give us with no grudging 
hand. Conceive, on the dissolution, what a contention will ariso for 
Marylebone. Mr. Edwin James—by no meaas a dull maa—will have 
to combat, not the last publican, but certainly the last author let 
loose from Paternoster-row. 

Weare in rags! The great publisher who has given this rising 
generation of ours books without number of inestimable value has 
a fight with rags, not with ragamuffins. Mr. Heary Bohn, of 
Twickenham and Covent-garden, writes in print, ina manly way, 
against any alteration of the paper duty. ‘ Let me ask a question of 
you,” said a scholar of the Gladstone school in our hearing to a disciple 
of Mr. Bohn. ‘‘ What is the difference between income and draw- 
backs?” Mr. Bohn saw his loss, and retreated from his standard 
authors to fall back on his standard roses. Twickenham cannot on 
this occasion be triumphant. 

The nation—thus the tongue talks—has done wonderfully 
well in securing for the nation the very wonderful portrait 
of Mary Queen of Scots discovered by the historian of Scot- 
land, Mr. Patrick Fraser Tytler, and so admirably done in copy 
and in small by Mr. Shaw—the Hollar and Vertue of this age. So 
far from grudging an annual vote of £2000 to Lord Stanhope and

But are wo not 
overdoing this “statue business,’—we have ‘‘Peterloo” and 
«* Waterloo,” folly and heroism. Why should we repeat both? 

We remember, not unpleasantly, to have been present at 
@ dinner given, as all gentlemanlike dinners should be 
given, by a poet and a wit—the wit better than the man’s 
poetry—but the poetry not ‘“‘sae bad.” The talk turned 
on memorials to men, to urns, to busts, to statues, to out-door monu- 
ments, to Kensal Green, from Woking to Westminster Abbey. 
The man we refer to was the poet of “The Pleasures of 
Memory”—a man who had read life and books, knew both, and 
had gained wisdom by his early knowledge. What did this 
man say (Mr. Dyce and Sharp both have missed the saying)? “ To 
no man should a statue be erected publicly who has not done war- 
like service for his country. I prefer Shakspeare and Walter 
Scott to Marlborough and Wellington. I would prefor being 
either Shakspeare or Scott to being either the hero of Blen- 
heim or the hero of Waterloo. We men of letters—I am a 
banker proud to be an author —think that such statues in 
public places should be confined to men who have done deeds in 
arms.” We are not disinclined to agree with what Mr. Rogers said. 

We were dining the other day where wines, in spite of Mr. Glad- 
stone, were excellent and cheap; and how did the conversation run? 
Clever men were present, and we were consequently silent. One 
clever thing was said, which, in City language, we can indorse: “All 
literature is running into current literature.” We wished the sayer 
a large, thinly-shaped glass of Mr. Thackeray’s first-class bordeaux 
for his large-typed contributors. But there is truth in the saying. 
Cowper would have called “ The Cornhill Shiilingsworth” “ The 
Splendid Shilling.” Yet literature of any worth is running too mush 
into current literature. 

What do we learn from advertisements? We read them; who 
does not? We (looking not in an advertisement light) see but one 
announcement in literature carrying more thana momentary truth of 
an hereafter to us. And that advertisoment is—what! That Mr. 
John Forster, no unskilled man in the history of the reign of King 
Charles I., is about to give us a book on “ The Arrest of the Five 
Members.” The point on which Mr. Forster’s well-sustainel know- 
ledge will turn is universal—Hampden and Pym, Falkland and King 
Charles I. 





WILLS AND BEQUESTS. 


The will of the Right Hon. Louiea, Countess Dowager of Harewood, late 
of Goldsborough Hall, Yorkshire, and of Upper Brook-strect, Grosvenor 
square, London, was proved in the principal registry, on the 18th of 
February, by the Right Hon. Henry Thynne, Earl of Harewood, the son, 
and gole executor. The Hon. Egremont William Lascelles, the son, and 
Charles Henry Mills, Esq., the son-in-law, are appointed trustees. Her 
Ladyship has left her jewels, trinkets, household furniture, plate, linen, 
and china, and the carriages and horses, &c., and her residence in Upper 
Brook-street, to her four unmarried daughters, who are also appointed 
residuary legatees. 

The wiil and three codicils of Thomas Wood, Esq., of Littleton, Middle- 
sex, Colonel of her Majesty’s Regiment of East Middlesex Militia, and 
Aide de-Camp to her Majesty, were proved in London by his eldest son, 
Major-General Thomas Wood, the sole executor, the personalty a | 
sworn under £25,000. He has devised his real estates in Cardigan an 
Carmarthen to his eldest son, and has divided his property amongst his 
other sons and his daughters, to whom liberal legacies and annuities are 
bequeathed ; aud a year’s wages to all his servants. 

The late Captain James Robert Dalton, R.N., had executed his will in 
France, dated March 26, 1858, and had made a codicil thereto in July, 1358, 
which was not admitted to probate from its being unattested. He died at 
Montreuil-sur-Mer, on the 1st of January, 1860, where he had been resident 
for thirty years. In 1842 he obtained from Louis Philippe a protection over 
his property and person ost appertaining to the liberty enjoyed by a 
French subject ; and, with the approbation of our own Board of Admiralty, 
the Captain was permitted to draw his pay in the same manner as if 
resident in a The will was administered to by his relict, the sole 
executrix, and probate was granted to her so far as regards the property in 
England and elsewhere, but save and except such part thereof as may bo 
in ce. He has appointed his brother, Major- eral Charles Dalton, 
RA., and his nephew, James Dalton, trustees. He has bequeathed to his 
wife a life interest in his property, and has appointed his nephew, James 
Robert Dalton, reversionary residuary legatee. On the decease of his wife 
he directs his trustees to invest £500, and apply the interest in keeping in 
repair the tomb of his honoured parents, and of bis brother-in-law, General 
Sir Charles Dalbiac, and his sister, the wife of tig General.

MUSIC. 





We mentioned last week that Wallace’s new opera, “ Lurline,” 
had been produced at Covent Garden with complete success. This 
success is not greater than it is deserved , for this piece is not only the 
chef-d'couvre of the composer, but may challenge a comparison with 
the best German, Italian, or French dramatic music of the present day. 
The music, however, excellent as it is, suffers from the libretto, which 
has all the faults of the productions of our English playwrights. Tho 
subject, indeed, is happy, but spoiled by wretched treatmont. It is 
one of the fine old legends of the Rhiae, of which Lurlinz, a terrible 
but captivating being, who inhabits the depths of the river, is the 
heroine. But the simplicity and wild horror of te tale are entirely lost 
amid the melodramatic absurdities of the cockney school. Lurlinz, 
according to the legend, is a water-nymph, possessed of vast power 
and irresistible faszination, which she employs for the destruction of 
men, luring them to their fate by spells and incantations. She is a 
woman, nsvertbeless, though a sort of fiend, and loves a mortal 
with a woman's love. She lures him into the Rhine, but, 
instead of leaving him to porish in its waves, she conveys 
him to her caves of coral beneath the waters. After a time sho 
allows him to revisit his home, taking his pledge for his speedy 
return. But he forgets his water-nymph, and is about to marry 
another,when the vengeful Zurline makes the river rise and sweep 
away her faithless lover, his castie, and all that belongs to him. But 
this terrible catastrophe, though it is the essence of the tale, is 
avoided by our playwright. He turns the demon of the’ Rhine int» 
a romantic young lady, and the faithless, morcenary Baron into a 
pattern lover—makes them, in short, a very interesting couple, and 
makes them happy at last in the bonds of matrimony. Add to all 
this the usual garnish of stupid comic characters, and we have a 
melodramatic dish cooked in the most approved style of our cockney 
cuisine. We are sorry for this, for the subject, in its own 
grand simplicity, is eminently capable of inspiring the genius 

a musician, while Wallace is a musician capable of 
being so inspired. Under the disadvantage of having to 
deal with a quantity of trash, he has, nevertheless, turned 
everything good that has been left in the subject to the 
most admirable account, and has produced music—beautiful, 
expressive, and ae Se pe as might have been written by 
Weber or Mendelssohn. Such music cannot be described : to be ap- 
preciated it must be heard; and our musical readers whose resi- 
dences in London place them within reach of Covent Garden have 
at present the means of hearing it in perfection. We have seldom 
seen an opera more splendidly got up or more admirably performed. 
There is no room for fine acting, the characters being all reduced to 
the merest stage commonplace. The terrible nymph of the Rhine is 
an agreeable and interesting young lady, and such she is made by 
Miss Louisa Pyne, who is raised above the level of an ordinary 
mortal only by the ideal beauty of the strains which she warbles. 
The hero is a walking gentleman; but Mr. Harrison walks well, 
looks well, and sings superbly. Mr. Santley enacts the part of the 
Rhine King, a c ter which affords no room for dramatic 
talent; but there is some fine music in the part, which, 
we need scarcely say, he sings beautifully. There are two 
stupid characters, meant to be comic, whicb are filled by Mr. 
Honey and Miss Pilling. This clever young lady sings a pretty 
ballad so charmingly that it is nightly encored. The manner in 
which this opera is got up deserves the highest praise. Tae or- 
chestra and chorus are everything that can be desired, and the 
scenery and decorations are rich and beautiful. (We give on page

The vocal pieces were from the works of Cimarosa, Sarti, and 
Paesiello, and were exceedingly well sung by Miss Parepa, Miss Colo, 
Mr. Tennant, and Mr. Winn. 

The Musicat Society or Lonpon commenced their second 
season with a concert in St. James’s Hall on Wednesday. Con- 
sidering that this society numbers about fifteen hundred members 
and associates—a large audience in themsclves—it was not sur- 
prising that the hall should be crowded to the ceiling. From this 
oe body—which includes a host of the most eminent musicians in 

ndon—we were entitled to expect a first-rate concert in respect 
both to selection and performance. The selection evinced little 
research or judgment, and the performance was by no means satis- 
factory. Of the quality of the selection our musical readers can 
judge for themselves, for here is the programme :

It was 
ill chosen, not being in the style inwhich Mr. Blagrove indulges, and 
its effect was injured by the orchestral accompaniments, which 
were by no means delicate. The only really satisfactory performance 
was that of Spohr’s symphony, on which due care had been bestowed. 
We may add that, in consequence of the indisposition of Signor 
Belletti, his place was supplied by Herr Reichardt.

Drury Lanr.—On Monday the popular drama of “ Belphegor” 
was revived, and a large audience assembled to witness Mr. Dillon's 
performance of the celebrated mountebank. His acting was marke? 
with its usual force and pathos, and commanded universal applause. 
HayMArket.—Mr. Tom Taylor has given another dramatic 
roduction to the boards, under the title of “ The Overland Route,” 

© piece is in three acts, but is not supported by any amount of 
action or incident, and principally consists of conversation and 
character. The scene is on board a homeward-bound steamer, 
sections of which pertaining to the saloon and quarter-deck are 
cleverly put on the stage. These occupy the two first acts; the 
third presents the Mazzaffa Reef, Red Sea, at midday. In the 
scenery we may trace the idea of the drama, which possesses both 
novelty and originality. The story is but a slender thread whereon 
to hang the dialogue. The principal character, perhaps, is 7om 
Dexter (Mr. Charles Mathews), a doctor, who has been an Indian 
editor, and who becomes jack-of-all-trades to the crew and pas- 
sengers. The next in importance is Mr. Lovibond, a Singapore 
merchant (Mr. Buckstone), who left his wife many years ago, 
threatening to commit suicide on account of her jealous disposition. 
That wife is now on board, believing her husband dead, and flirting 
with Major McTurk (Mr. Rogers). The lady is admirably repre- 
sented by Mrs. Wilkins, who in the course of the play is awfully 
frightened by the apparition of her husband with his t t cut. Mr. 
Lovibond, in fact, had gashed himself with shaving, and acciden- 
tally intruded into her cabin, but for the rest of the voyage had re- 
mained incognito under the name of Downey—a person whose berth 
he had taken, and who, it appears, had committed forgery. A detec- 
tive on board arrestsand handcuffs him, but at the captain's request, 





for the honour of the vessel, keeps him quiet. Lovribond and his wife 
become subsequently acquainted and reconcilec, and some farcical fun 
is obtained by the impossibility of embracing his wife with his hands 
manacied. At length the vessel is wrecked on the reef, and all the 
characters in the third act are arrayed in such accidental costume as 
bad been preserved. Many of them are modified in disposition, mis- 
fortune having done its work on all, and particularly on the McTurk, 
who from a bully changes to a coward. Derter is the soul of tho 
scene, manages tke rations, and controls the destinies of others and 
his own. He prevents the wife of his friend Jack, Mrs. Sebright 
(Mrs. C. Mathewe), from flirting injuriously, as a supposed widow, 
with Mr. Commissioner Colepepper (Mr. Chippendale) and Sir 
Solomon Fraser, K.C.B. (Mr. Compton), and successfully achieves 
his own suit with Miss Colepepper (Miss M. Ternan). Mrs. Sehright's 
husband, at last, appears as Captain of the Pinnace, which arrives to 
the rescue of the shipwrecked party. Mr. Taylor has evinced consi- 
derable skill in the working of these materials, and causing the dia- 
logue to culminate about the middle of each act in some point of 
humour that extorts the laughter of the audience, while the curtain 
is brought down at the end on an effective mechanical situation. ‘The 
acting was equal to the writing, and the performance, notwithstand- 
ing its difficulties, unquestionably successful. 

Princess’.,—The cemeey of “Money” has been revived at this 
theatre. Mr. Melville, as the hero, acted with judicious reserve, and 
impressed us with a favourable opinion of his talents for domestic 
characterisation. 


New Apetrnt.—A new play in three acta was produced on 
Monday, written by Mr. Watts Phillips, and entitled ‘‘ Paper Wings.” 
This, too, is a piece of the conversational kind, but not so felicitous in 
its execution as the Haymarket drama. Theground, moreover, has been 
preoccupied by such plays as ‘‘The Game of Speculation,” which 
treats the theme more skilfully. The story is slight, and sets forth 
how Sir Arthur Plynlimmon (Mr. Wigan), a Welsh landowner, is 
ensnared by one Jonathan Garraway, a city speculator (Mr. D. 
Fisher), into time-bargains and other Stock-Exchange mancuvres, 
until ruin threatens and would rey A but for the counterplotting 
of Mrs. Chicane, Garraway’s sister (Mrs. Wigan), who seeks by her 
services to induce him to become her husband. T'o his redemption 
also conduces Owen Jercival (Mr. Billington), wh» by careful speou- 
lation secures large profits and wins the hand of Blanche, Sir Arthur's 
daughter (Miss Simms). Mr. Wigan’s acting in this piece is highly 
artistic and effective ; and Mr. Fisher’s is exceedingly good. Much, 
however, is made to depend on one William Kite, Hsq., or 
** Accommodation Bill” (Mr. Toole), who is so overload with 
acceptances and share-papers that he looks like a travelling sta- 
tioner. This eccentric part is ably supported, and relieves most 
advantsgeously the heavier portions of the dialogue. There is much 
wit and ambition in the general tone of the composition, which was 
frequently applauded ; and the curtain descended on an efficient 
tableau. The author has emulated the point and sarcasm of our 
elder comedy ; and, as a satire on the times, the piece is not with- 
out merit. In the last act there was an exhibition of passionate 
power, which contributed greatly to the success of the new drama. 


SranparpD.-— This house has been very successful lately with a 
new drama, taken from a contemporary journal, entitled ‘‘ Holly 
Bush Hall; or, the Track in the Snow,” and which contains some 
comic scenes of great excellence. Mr. Rayner enacts the guilty 
hero, Mark Acton, a deserter, with a variety of power; and the 
action is so arranged as to impart great interest to the story. In 
the end the prodigal is repentant, and promises to make amends in 
the future for the past. The drama is followed by a little piece 
designed for the introduction of a little girl of about nine years of 
age, called Miss Caroline Benson, who enacts several characters 
very cleverly. We can see that the young actress is inspired by a 
laudable enthusiasm, and gives evidence of real talent. The enter- 
tainments conclude with the operatic display of Pell, the original 
“bones,” and bis troupe of Ethiopian serenaders, which is capitally 
conducted, and includes the admirable performance of the little 
black Picco, and the wonderful dancing of Frank Diamond. The 
opening of the pantomime is still acted, and the transformation 
scene maintains for the present its attraction. 

Private Toeatricars.—The Honourable Artillery Company 
had a performance at head-quarters on Wednesday. The pieces 
were “ Still Waters Run Deep,” “ Box and Cox,” and ‘‘ Charles the 
Second.”

ALLEGED Rvusso-Avstrian TrEATY.—Some excitement waa 
caused by the publication, in a second edition of the Morning Chronicle last 
Saturday, of an announcement from Vienna that a treaty had been con- 
cluded between Austria and Russia, on the following bases :—‘'1. The moat 
ample concessions as to all that regards the holy places at Jerusalem will 
be made by Austria to Russia. 2. With a view to eventualities that have 
every probability of being realised, Austria agrees to conform her policy to 
that of Russia as to the Danubian Provinces and Servia. 8. In compensa- 
tion for these concessions in the East and on the Danube, Russia will gua 
rantee to Austria the whole of her territory, including Hungary and 
Venetia, against insurrection and foreign foes.” The truth of this state- 
ment bas, however, been stoutly denied in all quarters. A telegram from 
Berlin declares the rt to be totally unfounded ; the Jndépendance Belge 
declares that it is not simply improbable, but radically false ; and the Pays 
and Patrice give to if o flat denial; From Vienna we learn—‘‘The announce 
ment of a treaty between Russia and Austria is without foundation; but 
it is asserted that Austria, although not bound by such a treaty, will no 
more oppore the Russian policy in Turkey” In the House of Commons on 
Thureday, Lord J. Russell said that the Government had been informed 
by the Ministers abroad that there was no such treaty. 

A correspondent of the Bombay Times describes the killing of a 
tiger by strychnine. The tiger infested some low undergrowth at the 
bottom of bis garden, and he resolved to destroy it. He therefore took a 
buffalo recently killed by the tiger and strewe Sym yd of strychnine 
in the bitten flesh. The tiger came, ate as usual, and died immediately. 

A fire has occurred at Brantford, Canada West, destroying 
twenty-three buildings in Market-street. The amount of loss is mem f 
estimated at from 100,000 te 200,000 dollars. A firc at Branford, Connoctt- 
cut, has also destroyed property to the value of 60,000 dollars. 














RAILWAY BRIDGE IN INDIA. 


Tur bridge over the Palar River, in the district of North Arcot, is 
one of the most conspicuous structures on the line of the Madras 
Railway. Great difficulties have had to be contended with, as the 
bed of the river is composed of shifting sand, and the foundations 
for the piers have bad to be sunk thirty-five feet below the rivor- 
bed, in order to secure a firm bottom. All impediments have 
been overcome by the indefatigable engineer, Mr. Edward Johnston, 
who has succeeded when others, his predecessors, have failed. The 
bridge was originally intended to have been entirely composed of 
arches of seventy feet span, but the plan has been modified, and the 
actual bed of the river will now be crossed by iron girders, The 
piers are composed of a handsome white gneiss, and the bridge will 
form a very picturesque object when completed.

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GENERAL PRIM. 


GeneRaAL Prim, or Count de 
Reuss, left Spain for Morocco in 
command of the Reserve Divi- 
sion, consisting of eight bat- 
talions. The term ‘“‘reserve” 
seems in this instance to have 
been rather inappropriate, for 
on numerous occasions, before 
the army left the lines round 
Ceuta, and subsequently at Cas- 
tillejos, on the Ist of January, 
and at the of the Cape 
Negro Cordillera, on the 14th of 
December, Prim and his bat- 
talions were in advance, and bore 
the brunt of the fighting. It 
would hardly suit an officer of 
Prim’s character and impetuous 
courage to be stationed in the 
rear as a support, instead of being 
sent forw: to clear the way. 
No General holding a command 
in the Spanish expedition to 
Morocco possesses in a higher 
degree than the Count de Reuss 
the confidence and esteem of his 
comrades. In the unhappy civil 
contests of his country he won 
himself a reputation which the 
African war has augmented. 
Calm, cool, and cheerful in the 
midst of great peril, his mers 
aspect inspires with fresh courage 
the battalions, in front of which 
he often throws himself, sword 
in hand, to lead them—himself 
in the post of the greatest peril— 
in a charge against the enemy. 

In the action of Castillejos his 
bravery was most conspicuous. 
With two glittering stars = 
his breast, and his gold-headed 
General's cane in his hand, he 
was forward among the balls, 
ne = mp on foot, and, to every- 

y's wonder, remained, as 
hitherto in the war, without a 
scratch. On one occasion, when 
a part of his scanty force, thinned 
by the Moorish bullets, and 

ressed upon by superior num- 

rs, showed signs of wavering, 
he seized the colours of a bat- 
talion and sprang forward, with 
the words, “I take this flag 
to the Moors!” The soldiers 
rushed after him, and repulsed 
the enemy. 

At the attack on the Moorish 
breastworks in front of Tetuan, 
on the 4th of February, consider- 
able loss was occasioned to Prim’s 
corps by a heavy fire of espin- 
gardas which met its right win 
as it approached the brushw 
and copse that covered the left of 
the position. Prim was, as usual, 
foremost in the fight.

CARTHAGENA, SPAIN. 
CARTHAGENA, or Cartagena (the 
Carthago Novo of the ancients, it 
having been a principal colony of 
the Carthaginians), is a city and a 
seaport, and the chief naval arse- 
nal of Spain.

“Why don’t the hens lay!” is a question which his been 
asked in America and Englaud pretty frequently, and the following 
are the general rules laid down by the American Agriculturist :-— 
“In the summer the fowls obtain an abundance of animal food— 
worms, grasshoppers, bugs, and other insects. In the winter these 
supplies sre cut off. Try feeding them daily with bits of refuse 
meat, and see how eagerly they will dovour them. Somo kind of 
animal food is almost indispensable for laying-hens, Milk or milk- 
curds make a good substitute, = or mneat-cake, easily obtained 
in lerge quantity and cheaply from the lard or tallow triers, are very 
good for fowls (in this city it is sold at a low price, in large cakes 
the size of a barrel-head, and eight to twelve inches thick—some- 
times in a square form). ‘The price is usua'ly about twonty dollars 
ver ton— one cent per pound. Let the fowls have meat in some form, 

n summer they get green vegetables. In winter let them have cab- 
bage-leaves, turnip-tops, or potatoes or turnips boiled. Corn is 
passably good for fattening, but not to make eggs out of alone. 
Oats contain more egg material. To lay well they should have warm 
q uarters, where water will scarcely freeze. Let them alway have plenty 
of unchilled water ; snowisapoor substitute. They want a scratching- 
place, cr at least accces to gravel : without lime they cannot make egg- 
shells. Finely-powdered bones or oyster-shells, or old mortar, supply 
lime, which they must have in soms form, They have constitutional 
objections to laying eggs without shells. An ash-heap, to roll in, is 
good to keep off insects. Access to the sun on warm days they will 
plainly show you is a treat they enjoy. In short, give them moat or

We know a fo #l-fancier 
in the suburbs of London who has pursued this pian very closoly with 
only six hens for two years, and during that time he has had 1515 
eget exactly, without the slightest advantages as to artifivial warmth, 
and, in fact, with very inferior acoommodation altogether.

“ Although no important alteration has taken pla:e in the foreign exchanges, 
about £50,000 in gold has been withdrawn from the Bank of [Magland, and 
the whole of the imports of bullion, about £200,000, have been disposed of 
for shipment to the Continent. The next stewmer for India will take out 
about £150,000 in silver, chiefly t> purchase enfaced paper. These move 
ments, however, are not likely to produce any immediate chanze in the 
value of money at the Bank of England. 

The transfer-books at the Bank will be closed for the dividen1s on the 
8th inst., and reopen on the 17th of April.

Tae Church of  %3t. 
George -in-the- East, Rat- 
cliff-highway, is a bold 
and massive building, and 
of large dimensions. The 
architect was Hawkesmoor. 
By an inscription under 
the clock in the organ 
gallery we find that the 
church was opened July 
19, 1729. The approach 
to the church from the 
street is by a paved broad 
passage way, which extends 
nearly to the eastern end 
on each side, and thence 
into theburial-ground. A 
large flight of steps leads 
to the main entrance, 
under the tower. ‘The 
church is an old-fashioned 
gloomy piece of archi- 
tecture, substantial in 
form. The ceiling is a 
depressed cove, divided 
into three bays by two 
arches, enriched with roses 
in squares ; the centre bay 
being about double the 
size of the two end ones. 
The roof is supported by 
four columns and massive 
piers. There are three spa- 
cious galleries—an organ 
gallery, and one on the 
north and south sides. 
The chancel end of the 
church, which we give in 
our Engraving, it will be 
seen, is semicircular in 
form, with coved heading, 
enriched with roses in 
panels, There are some 
very indifferently-painted 
glass windows—the three 
centre ones representing 
Faith, Hope, and Charity ; 
beneath which is seen, in 
an inclined position, the 
cross. Under these, also, 
is the decoration so much 
complained of lately, 
and which is certain 
uite at variance with 
the character of the archi- 
tecture of the church. 
Over the altar-table is a 
frame upon which figures 
a large cross; in front of 
this stands a Gothic metal 
cross, not very large. On 
each side of this lesser 
cross is a candlestick cor- 
responding in pattern. 
Drapery hangs around the 
walls to the ground, dis- 
playing the old credence- 
tables. 


THE “JOHN PENN.” 


Tue subject of our En- 
graving, the new mail- 
packet John Penn, left 
the Thames on Saturday, 
the 18th ult., and accom- 
lished the distance from 
Blackwall to Dover, eighty- 
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nine milcs, ia a few 
minutes over five hours, 
being at the rate of nearly 
eighteen miles an hour. 
On the same evening she 
conveyed the Indian and 
Australian mails, consist- 
ing of 220 boxes, shipped 
in less than half an hour, 
and weighing nearly six 
tons, from Dover to Calais 
(twenty-one miles) in one 
hour and _ twenty-three 


minutes. The whole of 
the mails were in the 
train at Calais an hour 
before the regular time cf 
starting. 

The Jo/ Penn is the 
ninth vessel employed in 
conveying the mails be- 


tween Dover, Ostend, and 
Calais. She is 175 feet in 
length, 20 feet beam, and 
propelled by “oscillating 
engines of 150 horses 
nominal power, by the 
Messrs. Penn, of Green- 
wich, after the eminent 
head of which firm the 
vessel is named. She isa 
beautiful model, built by 
the Thames Shipbuilding 
Company, from designs by 
Mr. T. Ash. It was an- 
ticipated that she would 
prove the fastest vessel of 
her class, and the most 
efficient on the station; 
and she has fully justified 
these opinions, for in her 
trial-trip on the Thames, 
under the most adverse 
circumstances, it blowing 
nearly a gale of wind at 
the time, she realised a 
speed of over 15) knots. 

Every novelty and 
modern improvement is 
fully carried out in her, 
including Sir W. Harris's 
compasses, Newbon’'s 
anchor-lift, Nunn’s paddle- 
box and mast-head lights, 
and boilers of manipulated 
steel, by Messrs. Atkinson 
and Son, of Sheffield ; the 
shaft and other portions of 
the machinery are also of 
steel. 





IMPERIA DRIVE IN 
THE BOIS DE BOULOGNE, 
WuHeEN the little Prince 
Imperia taken for an 
airing in the Bois de 
Boulogne, or elsewhere, he 
is accompanied by a mili- 
tary escort, and other 
signs of Imperial state 
consistent with his dignity 
az heir-apparent to the 
throne of France Of 
course he is thus guarded 
not so much for safety, but 
rather as a matter of cere- 
mony, and to make his 
Highness’s presence known 
to such as might otherwise 
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anwittingly ‘‘stop the way.” His august parents, on the contrary, 
avoid such display, and their Imperial Majesties generally take 
their afternoon drive without escrt, and preceded by a single out- 
rider, as showa io our Illustration. It is pleasant to remark this 
difference, as it gives a very good idea of the security with which 
the Emperor and Empress circulate in their promenades in the 
French capital, and furniebes a proof, if at present any proof were 
wanting, of their great popularity with the taped ulation. Our 
Engraving in the present Number represents one of these Imperial 
drives, of which the sketch was taken as the Emperor and Empress 
were returning recently from the Bois de Boulogne to the Palace of 
the Tuileries. 


SCIENTIFIC NEWS. 


Tue Pranet Vuicay.—The probable position of this newly- 
discovered planet on July 18 next, when the eclipse of the Sun takes place, 
is exciting the atteation of French astronomers, Some remarks on the 
subject appear in Cozmos. , 

“Connalssance pes Temps,” the French “ Nautical Almanack,’ 
has been lately most rigorously attacked, on account of its errors and 
deficiencies, by M. Leverrier, the French Astronomer Royal, at a recent 
sitting of the French Academy.

Tae Norra Curna Svucar-cane (Sorghum Saccharatum).— 
In the new number of the Journal of the Royal Agricultural Society of 
Eugland appear remarks upon and analyses of the composition of this new 

aceous plant, by Dr. A. Voelcker, of the Royal Agricultural College, 
Cirencester he plant appears to be largely cultivated in North America, 
on account of its sugarand the spiritobtained from it. The author thinks that 
the cultivation of sorghum in England, for distillation, would not be re- 
munerative, and that repeated trials are needed before we can finally pro- 
novnce on its value for the manufacture of sugar, or on its merits as 4 feed- 
ing stuff for cattle. (The Journal de Pharmacie for February contains an 
account of a red dye obtained from this plant.) ; 

Puosrnorescence IN THE Eye.—A memoir on this subject was 
read lately before the French Imperial Academy of Medicine by M. Jules 
Regnauld, and an abstract appears in the Journal de Pharmacie. The 
results of his experim«nt show that in man and some other of the mam- 
malia the cornea and the crystalline humour are endowed with a manifest 

»hosphorescence, and that the retina possesses it also, but in a less degree. 

ti Regnauld attributes this phosphorescence to the longed action of 
intense light, particularly of the violet rays; and thinks that the electric 
light, if generally introduced, will become injurious, unless a bey A can be 
devised for cutting off the extreme violet rays. As the general introduc- 
tiun of the electric light is now much advocated in England and France, 
M. Regnauld thinks the subject demands investigation. 

Tae Cavses or THE CoLp upon Hicn Mountatns are discussed 
by the eminent meteorologist, M. Ch. Martins, in the new number of the 
Annales de Chimie. Au account is given of the experiments made by the 
author and MM. Auguste and Camille Bravais with respect to the heating 
of the soil and atmosphere of high mouftains and the physical causes of the 
great cold experienced on them. The latter M. Martins considers to be due to 
the much greater amount of radiation of heat on mountains than on plains, 
especially during the night (which radiation rapidly increases as we ascend) ; 
to the radiation from suow to evaporation; and to the dilatation of the air 
of ascending currents. Tables of results are given, and many interesting 

yhenomena describel, In conclusion, remarks are made on the physio- 
ogical causes of the sensation of cold, and of death by cold, against which 
moral energy is the g eat safeguard. Sleep must be resisted and every kind 
of muscular exertion muutained, such as walking, stamping, beating the 
chest, &c. Jacques Balmat, who first ascended Mont Blanc in 1786, knew 
this well. He was beuiyhted in the midst of a large . and saved 
his life by walking to an/ fro tilldawn. M. Martins describes the escape 
of Limeelf and frien /s ! guides from the exciting perils of a thunder- 
storm in the night upon Mont Blanc. This memoir will be welcomed by 
all interested in the sul.ject, 

ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

Professor TYNDALL resumed his lectures on Thursday (last week) with an 
account of the two leading theories of the nature of light. The ‘* emission” 
theory, held by Newton and his followers, supposes that light consists of par- 
ticles projected from the luminous body. It prevailed till 1801, when 
Dr. ThomasYoung, Professor of Natural Philosophy in the Royal Institu'ion, 
revived the undulatory or wave theory of Huyghens, which supposes that 
light consists of waves p' opagated through the luminiferous eth: r, assound 
is through the air. This latter theory, the one now generally received, was 
elucidated by explanations and experiments on the propsgation of sound, 
by tuning-fork, the voice, &c. T 





Tue colours of the spectrum correspond {to 
the pitch of suund, the extreme violet being less than an octave higher 
than the oxtreme red of the spectrum. This has been proved bya calcula 
tion of the number of vibrati.os in a second. According to the emission 
theory, light passes more quickly through liquids and solids than through 
airand space The undulatury theory, by experiment, has proved the con- 
trary to be the case. Darkness is an abscuce of motion in the particles. 
As waves of water may neutralise each other, so may waves of sound and 
waves of cther. Thus by adding to motion we can produce rest, by adding 
sound to sound we cain produce silence, by adding light to bght we can pro- 
duce darkners. On this action, termed interference, Dr. Young founded 
the theory of undulation, The rate at which light travels (about 190,000 
miles in a second) was determined by Bradley and Rémer, and has been 
verified in an ingenious manner by Fizeau, the recently-elected member of 
the French Academy of Sciences. The lecture was illustrated with several 
beautiful experiments, showing waves produced on the surface of mercury, 
the colours of thin films, as seen in the suap-bubble, oils poured on water, &c. 

Dr. W. B. Carpenter, F.R 8S, Registrar of the University of London 
gave the Friday evening discourse *“* Oa the Relation between the Vital 
and Physical Forces.” Sir Henry Holland, Bart., was in the chair. The 
object of the discourse was to show that, whilst there is in forms of livin 
beings a peculiar directive agency, which, derived as the special attribute o 
each germ from its parent, determines the plan of construction according 
to which the form sbali build iteelf up into an organised fabric, this wouk 
be inoperative without the concurrence of an active force from without; 
on the supply of which, therefore, all living action is made immediately 
dependent. The force seems to be heat; fur, putting aside the case of warm- 
blooded animals, which have their source of heat within themselves, we 
find there is so close a correspondence between the measure of heat supplied 
and the amount of vital activity manifested in growth and development as 
to .ndicate that heat, acting through the organic germ, becomes vital force, 
justas when applied to the vaporisation of liquids it becomes elastic force. 
For the growth of plants we know that light also is essential; but its agency 
would seem to be limited to the promotion of that chemical change by 

which the plant is enabled to furm those organic compounds that constitute 
the material of its tissues from the carbonic acid, water, and ammonia of 
the inorganic world. When, as in germination, the plant is growing at the ex- 
pense of materials already prepared, light is rather injurious than beneficial. 

In the decay which is constantly taking place during the life of a plant, 
as well as after its death, the materials of its fabric are restored to the 
inorganic world in their pristine form; and, however slow may be the 
process of decom position, it really liberates the same amount of heat as if 
the same materials were to undergo a rapid combustion. Thus the heat 
which was metamorphosed into vital force is given out again in the same 
form, just as the he.t which is converted intd elastic force when water is 
boiled reappears when the steam is condensed. The discourse was illus- 
trated by a very interesting diagram, showing how the vegetable kingdom 
derives water, carbonic acid, and ammonia from the inorganic world, and 

by the agency of the physical forces, light and heat, combines them into 
starch, sugar, oil, and albumen, which are taken up and applied by the 
animal kingdom, and eventually restored to the inorganic world in their 
ori ms = :

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS. 


THE BISHOP OF ROCHESTER. 
Tue Right Rev. George Buy, D.D., Lord Bishop of Rochester, was the 
jest surviving son of the ht Rev. Lord 
2 George Murray, Bishop of St. David’s, by his 
wife, Anne Charlotte, daughter of Lieutenant- 
General Francis Grant, and was the grandson 
of John Murray, third Duke of Atholl, and last 
King of Man. He was born on the 12th of 
January, 1784, and was educated at Christ 
Chureh, Oxford, at which university he 
graduated B.A. in 1806, and M.A.in 1810 He 
* was Bishop of Sodor and Man in 
April, 1813, and was made a Doctor of Divinity 
in 1814. In 1827 he was translated to the see 
of Rochester. His Lordship, who had for some 
time been Dean of Worcester, was Provincial 
Chaplain to the Archbishop of Canterbury. 
The Bishop msrried, on the 9th of May, 1811, 
Lady Maria Hay Drummond, second 
daughter of Robert Auriol, ninth Earl of 
Kinnoul, and by her, who survives him, he has 
had five sons, four of whom survive him, and 
six daughters—viz, Harriet, Marchioness 
Camden, who died on the 22nd of December, 1854; Caroline Sopbia, wife, 
first, of Sir John Mordaunt, Bart., and, secondly, of G. T. Smith, Esq., of 
Galdicote House, in the county of Warwick ; Augusta Anne, Lady Pakington, 
who died on the 28rd of February, 1848 ; Sarah Maria, wife of bert Capel 
Cure, Esq., of Blake Hall, Essex; Mary Louisa, wife of the Rev. Jermyn 
Pratt, Rector of Campsey Ashe, Suffolk ; and Eleanor Margaret, the wife of 
John Jolliffe Tuffnell, Esq., of Langleys, Essex. The Bishop of Rochester, 
who was much loved and ected in his diocese, and by all who knew 
him, died on the 16th ult. at his town house, 77, Chester-square. The 
ancient see of Rochester, of which his Lordship was the sixty-ninth Bishop, 
was founded in the reign of St. Edward the Confessor. Its first Bishop, in 
1058, was Seward, the Saxon Abbot of Abingdon, whose immediate suc- 
cessors were two Norman monks of Bec. Among the celebrated prelates 
of the see were Dr. Fisher, Dr. Ridley, Dr. Neale, and Dr. Atterbury. The 
almost immediate predecessor of Dr. Murray (Dr. Percy, Bishop of Carlisle, 
holding the see but for a few months between them) was Dr. Walker King, 
who was the friend and executor of Edmund Burke, and whose son, the 
respected Archdeacon of Rochester, died recently, and an account was 
given of him in this Journal. 


SIR HENRY FAIRFAX, BART. 
Coronet Sir Henry Fairfax, Bart., who died in Edinburgh, his Pietatese, 
ins on the 3rd ult., which was his seventieth birthday, 
was a scion of the famous baronial family of 
Fairfax, and was the only surviving son of Vice- 
Admiral Sir William Fairfax, by his wife, Margaret, 
daughter of Samuel Charters, Solicitor of 
Customs for Sectland. Henry Fairfax entered the 
British Army in 1808, at the age of eighteen, when 
he was presented by the Duke of York with a com- 
mission. He served with the old 95th (the Rifle 
Brigade) in the Peninsula, joining just two days 
after the battle of Salamanca. He was present 
with his distinguished corps at the retreat from 
Madrid, the affair of San Munos, and other minor 
engagements. In consequence of ill health he was 
compelled to return to England, and was promoted 
to a company in the 85th Light Infantry, without 
) purchase. He remained with this regiment till he 
finished his military career. On becoming a 
Colonel, in 1841, he retired from the Army, after 
a service of upwards of thirty years. He married, 
first, in January, 1830, Archibald Montgomerie, third daughter of 
Thomas Williamson Ramsay, Esq, of Lixmount and Maxton, which 
lady died on the 13th ot July, 1844; be married, secondly, on the 
loth of December, 1851, Sarah, eldest daughter of the late William 
Astell, Esq., M.P. for Bedfordshire, many years a director of the East 
India Company. Sir Henry Fairfax obtained his baronetcy by creation, 
in 1836, as a further recognition of the distinguished services of his gallant 
father, Vice-Admiral Fairfax, when | Captain to Admiral Duncan at 
the ‘battle of Camperdown. Bir Ienry leaves issue (by his first marriage 
only) three sons and one daughter—viz , William, his successor ; Thomas 
Eiward, in H.M. Bengal Civil Service; Henry, a Lieutenant in the Royal 
Navy ; and Elizabeth Mary Somerville. The deceased Baronet’s only sister, 
Mary, widow of Captain Samuel Grey and wife of William Somerville, is 
the celebrated Mrs. Somerville, author of the ‘‘ Connection of the Physical 
Sciences,” ‘‘ Physical Geography,” and other popular works. Sir Henry 
Fairfax is succeeded by his eldest son, now Sir William George Herbert 
Taylor Fairfax, the second Baronet, who was born in 1831, was distinguished 
in the Crimea, and is a Captain in the 15th Foot. 


SIR J. H. TURING, BART. 


Sir James Henry Turing, Baronet, of Foveran, in the county of Aberdeen, 


who died at Rotterdam on 
the 18th ult., was the repre- 
\ sentative of a very ancient 
, family, which dates its set 
tlement in the barony of 
Foveran in the thirteenth 
century, and was distin 
guished for loyalty to the 
Crown. The family was 
closely connected with the 
Gordons of Haddo and of 
Gicht, and with the house of 
Huntley; and Sir John 
Turing, the first Baronet, so 
created in 1638, raised a troop 
of eavalry at his own cost in 
behalf of the King, and lost 
his son at the battle of Wor- 
cester, where he himeelf also 
fought. Sir James Henry 
Turing, the Baronet just de- 
ceased, was son of John 
Turing, Esq., by his wife, 
Maryaret, daughter of Smart 
Tennant, Esq., of Mussel- 
burgh, N.B., and was born 
December, 1791 He succeeded his relative Sir Robert 
Turing in the baronetcy in 1831, He for many years, till his death, held the 
British Consulate for the Hague and its dependencies, and resided at Rot- 
terdam, where his funeral was attended by the Consuls and Vice-Consuls of 
all the nations, and by a large circle of private friends, with every demon- 
stration of respect. ‘Sir James married, the 20th of September, 1821, 
Antoinette, second daughter of Sir Alexander Ferrier, K.H., and has had 
four sons, and ninc daughters: three of the latter are married—viz., Mrs. 
Henry Mackenzie, Mrs. John Peter, of Kirkland, and Mrs, Adrian Moens, of 
Rotterdam. Sir James is succeeded by his eldest son, now Sir Robert 
Fraser Turing, Baronet, who was born in 1827, and married, in 1893, 
Catherine Georgiana, second daughter of Walter 8. Davidson, Esq., of 
Lowndes-square, London.

HENRY DRUMMOND, E93Q., M.P. 
Henry DraumMonn, Esq., of Albury Park, Surrey, F.R.S., J.P., ond M.P. 
for West Surrey, whose death took place at his seat, Albury Park, on the 19th 
ult., was the eldest son of Henry Drummond, Esq , of the Grange, Hants, and 
of Charing-cross, the eminent banker, by his wife, Anne, daughter of Henry, 
first Viscount Melville. He was born on the Sth of December, 1756, and was 
educated at Harrow, and at Christ Church, Oxford, where he founded the 
professorship of Political Economy. He was a Fellow of the Royal Society, 
and a member of the Royal Academy of Fine Arts at Florence, and has 
represented West Surrey in Parliament since 1847. He married Lady 
Henrietta Hay, eldest daughte: of Robert Auriol, ninth Earl of Kinnoul, 
by which lady, who died on the 7th of March, 1854, he had three 
sons, who all died young, and two daughters—Louisa, married, the 
26th of May, 1845, to Lord Lovaine, M.P., eldest son of the Earl of 
Beverley ; and Adelaide, married, on the 16th of September, 1550, to 
Sir Thomas Rokewode Gage, Bart. In politics Mr. Drummond was essen- 
tially a Tory, and retained to the last the principles he had early imbibed 
from Mr. Pitt and Lord Melville. No speaker in the House could boast of 
a more attentive audience, which he owed not less to the real respect in 
which he was held by politicians of every shade of opinion than to his high 
principle, as well as fe the quaint wit by which his spee hes were distin- 
guished. He wrote numerous essays upon religious, political, and general 
subjects, and he was successful as a pamphileteer. He was a man of much 
benevolence and kindness of disposition, and was endeared to a widely- 
extended circle of friends and dependents. In religious matters he was 
well known as one of the leaders in the Anglo-Catholic movement, and 
he devoted large sums to the erection of handsome churches of that 
rsuasion, such as those at Albury and in Gordon-square. Mr 
mmond could boast of Reyal as well as noble descent. His great-

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SKETCHES IN PARLIAMENT. 


THE main feature of the Parliamentary week really seems to have 
been the development of the organisation of tbe Chancellor of the 
Exchequer. There was, after the rushing debate on the first phase 
of the Budget, a tendency to dulness, which culminated on the last 
night of the general discussion, and which would have become 
chronic in the talk in Committee but for the extraordinary nervous 
energy exhibited by Mr. Gladstone. He seems to have made up his 
mind that he should anticipate the necessity for defence by gratuitous 
attack. He has not permitted the victory which he gained to have 
jts demoralising effect upon his opponents, but, by the eagerness 
with which he has plunged into the midst of his discomfited foes and 
laid about him, he has roused a spirit which has induced many a 
man, and perhaps a whole party, to turn and stand at bay when, 
if they had been let alone, they would probably, for a time 
at least, have been comparatively quiescent. It is no fiction 
to say that in the Committee on Customs Mr. Gladstone speaks 
at the conclusion of ever so few remarks of every second mem- 
ber who ventures to address the House; and he—to use a coarse 
but expressive phrase—so progs them that they acquire an arti- 
ficial courage, and hit out, when they would otherwise have only 
flourished their fists in the air. A most notable specimen of 
this very unskilful tactique on Mr. Gladstone's part was observ- 
able in the discussion on the duty on “corks” on Tuesday 
night, when, by his insatiable and upappeasable combativeness— 
his everlasting attempts at repressing and putting down members of 
every calibre—he roused a tumult which rung loud and furious 
through the House, and which was only terminated by the literal 
circumstance of Lord Palmerston and Mr. Laing holding the 
Coancellor of the Exchequer in his seat by main force. Certainly 
his physical powers, when engaged in a great work, are something 
wonderful. On this very occasion, at a quarter past twelve o'clock, 
he, without the* smallest appearance of having exerted himself 
further than moving that the Speaker do leave the chair, rejected 
the considerate offer of Mr. E. Ball, who, if it was meant, really 
said a good thing and said it well, when he suggested that the 
House should give the Chancellor of the Exchequer, who had so 
continuously been on his legs, a little rest, by adjourning the dis- 
cussion for the present. ‘To all appearance Mr. Glaistone could 
have gone on speaking nine times (how energetically he delivers 
himself it is hardly possible to describe) in every hour till the time 
for presenting petitions next day had arrived. There is a point of 
view in which this terrible restlessness and impatience of criticism 
should be looked at, and that is in its effect on the ultimate success 
of all the details of the financial scheme. It is more than conjectured 
that a great deal has been already done to peril important parts of it 
by this almost contemptuous treatment of the reasoning powers of 
the House. 

Certainly, if Mr. Gladstone’s impatience was fitly exercised, it was 
on the occasion of the last night’s debate on Mr. Du Cane’s motion. 
Nothing could have languished more wretchedly than that whole dis- 
cussion. It is true that Mr. Hubbard, a young member, of sixty-four, 
made an excellent maiden speech; that Sir F. Baring contrived to 
astonish by the line he took in criticising and opposing the Budget, an 
opposition which the universa! expression of belief that he would vote 
in direct contradiction to his speech probably induced him to ratify 
by being the only Liberal member that followed Mr. Disraeli into the 
lobby ; that Mr. Bright for a brief hour roused the waning debate 
into life by his magnificent oration ; and that Mr. Whiteside ravei 
and maddened the vexed ears of Saxon men and members ; that Mr. 
Bernal Osborne was unusually smart, while he was at the same time 
considerably less coarse than ordinary. Nevertheless, a heavy cloud 
hung over the whole business, and when Mr. MilnerGibson rose tomake 
his first great speech as a Cabinct Minister he had to meeta thin, cold 
audience, which was like champagne, the effervescence of which has 
subsided, and which only fizzes up faintly and briefly when stirred with 
a piece of bread. The President of the board of Trade had to struggle 
not only with that hesitation which seems to have come over him 
since he has been in office, and which suzgests the comparison with 
the melancholy sportiveness which is associated with dancing a horn- 
pipe in fetters, but he was oppressed by that prevalent influenza 
which has not spared Mr. Gladstone, Sir Cornewall Lewis, and even 
Mr. Disraeli, who, with sundry others, have had to do Parliamentary 
work under the disadvantage of cough and rheum. On the whole, 
however, he did his work well, although his great point about the 
‘‘caraway and coriander sec li interest” failed, because the word 
**coriander”™ lengthened the phrase out too mvch, and caused the 
sentence to conclule without the necessary sharpness. ‘The friendly 
cheers of Mr. Brigh: were observable to superfluity and rather 
seemed to embarrass than encourage Mr. Milner Gibson, who, 
Radical though he is, is a bit of a fine ge.tleman, and may not see 
the force of this somewhat demonstrative petting of the representa- 
tive of Manchester in the Cabinet. 

At this time it was generally believed, judging from the tone of 
the debate and the aspect of the House, that the division would go 
over to Monday ; nor was the expectation diminished by the me 
sition of Mr. Walpole, who, more watery than ever, made a terrible 
mess of it, floundering over a mass of figures which somebody had 
given him, and which he had not taken the trouble to master, giving 
millions for hundreds, and altogether suggesting what his boyish 
struggles with the multiplication table must have been. It was 
quite time to finish a business which had become a bore, and 
therefore it was that Mr. Gladstone, sacrificing his desire to reply 
to Mr. Disrae'i, intervened; and the order was given to *‘ whip 
up” for a division within two hours. This was not the most suc 
cessful of Mr. Glacstone’s recent efforts; he was evidently in a 
state of neuralgic excitement; end the Opposition was cruel, and 
kept pricking bim in his most sensitive places, and really con- 
trived to let bim see more than once that they were laughing 
at, and not with, him. All this time Mr. Disraeli was making 
most ostentatious notes in large text on separate sheets of note- 
paper, which he spread on the box before him, and thus augured 
a failure, for nothing~is more fatal to debating proper than note- 
taking. In the early part of his speech he was tame enough 
and frightened enough, although he had not the fear of a Glad- 
stonian reply before him ; but, as if his evil genius was determined 
to be paramount, the Chancellor of the Exchequer, instead of lis- 
tening with that contemptuous indifference to Mr. Disraeli’s 
speeches which he has so often found to be the best neutraliser of 
that gentleman’s oratorical efforts, eagerly watched every word, aud 
accompanied bis remarks with such a running comment that the 
House signified its disapprobation, and gave opportunity to Mr. 
Disraeli to retort that, however fitted in other respects Mr. 
Gladstone might be for the leadership of that assembly, bis impul- 
siveness of temperament and want of self-command would seriously 
interfere with the attainment of that object of his ambition—a 
taunt which the Opposition has received aos a hint, on 
which they have acted ever since, and they seem bent on 
making all their hopes of opposition to the Budget turn on 
tieir capability of ‘‘riling” its inventor. In short, by sheer 
tidgetiness, Mr. G'adstone gave Mr. Disraeli courage, and enabled 
him to make an excellent and even powerful demonstration in the 
face of that adverse division which was impending, which, in its 
support of Ministers, astonished even themselves, and on the approach 
of which Sir H. Cairns, a ny | a squeezeableness by his consti- 
tuency which is melancholy in Mr. Disraeli’s immediate standing 
counsel, ran away, winning a race for the door from Lord Stanley 
(who also absented himself), only because the noble Lord was perched 
in an obscure and remote place in the gallery, and Lord Derby’s 
Soliciter-General, with more confidence, sat out the debate until the 
last moment in his accustomed seat near the table. 

On Tuesday tha brief (in point of time) debate on the question of 
the annexation of Savoy to France was remarkable for the high tone 
of the speaking, in its strict sense. Mr. Kinglake (‘‘ Eéthen” King- 
lake, be it observed, for there are two members of that name in the 
House) is a weak-looking and a weak-speaking gentleman, and he

was more apparent than usual. He has never exhibited any of the 
qualities which go to make up a House of Commons’ success; 
and probably he is aware that such a thing is not easily at- 
tainable to any one who has not a certain number of inches 





round the chest. But in this instance, despite all his defects 
of manner and a sort of coldness which is not redeemed by 
the smallest vestige of glitter, he made a pointed speech, and one 
which bristled 'th-significance. In seconding the motion, Sir 
Robert Peel vindicated his right to be heard in the House of Com- 
mons in another character than that of a farceur. Itis not too much 
to say that his speech was characterised by an argumentative power 
which was not lost in the earnest, impassioned, and impressive elo- 
quence by which it was surrounded. The interest and applause of 
the House was as genuine as it was universal, and it is quite certain 
that he has done much, probably all, to cause his questionable 
oration on the volunteer question to be forgotten. Altogether, there 
was something in the spirit which he infused into the discussion 
which animated Lord John Russell into a peroration which was as 
nearly eloquence as possible,

HOUSE OF LORDS.—Monpay. 


BLEACHING-WORKS.—Lord BrovcHam called attention to the sufferings 
of women and children employed in the process of bleaching and dycing 
in different parts of the country.—Earl GRANVILLE was understood to say 
that the Government would direct an inquiry into the subject. 

Navat Reserve Force.—The Earl of Harpwicke, in calling attention to 
the subject of naval reserves, alluded at some length to the recommenda- 
tions of the Royal Commissioners upon the subject, ani expressed his regret 
that so little had been done to secure for the country an efficient reserve. — 
The Duke of Somerser stated in reply that the Admiralty had adopted 
measures for obtaining a supply of men and boys for the Navy by means of 
training-ships at the principal ports. The naval reserve numbered at pre 
sent between 11,000 and 12,000 men ; that was to say, 5000 for the Coast- 
guard, and 6600 for the Naval Coastguard Volunteers.—The Earl of 
ELLENBOROUGH was not inclined to place much confidence in this reserve, 
and thought that the real reserve lay in the unemployed seamen. The sub- 
ject then dropped.

THe ELeventH ARTICLE OF THE Treaty.—Lord J. Russevt, in reply 
to Mr. Horsman, said the Government of France had made a representation 
that if a strong desire was shown not to agree to the 11th article of the 
treaty the French Government were prepared to modify it. To this com- 
munication her Majesty’s Government had given a very positive answer, 
that they neither wished nor proposed to make any alteration in the 11th 


article of the treaty. 
CUSTOMS ACTS

The Caanceiior of the Excirgvrr made a statement with reference to 
the wine duties, and moved a resolution to the effect that, until the 31st of 
March, 1861, the duties on red and white wine should be 3s. per gallon 
The right hon. gentleman gave reasons for postponing until the lst of 
April, 1861, the introdu-tion of the lower duties to be roguleted by alcoholic 
tests, the principle of which was that the trade was not prepared for too 
sudden achange. le also explained that he should have preferred a uni 
form rate of duty after the latter period, but that it would have interfered 
with the spirit duties. 

Mr. BaiLiir objected to any changes being made which would entail a 
heavy loss of revenue while we were at war with a foreign Power. Th« 
Government had not condescended to lay upon the table any estimate for 
that war, but if any idea of the expenditure was to be gathered from the 
Persian expedition it was known that it had cost £2,200,000 in six months, 
exclusive of the pay of the troops. 

Mr. Crawrorp expressed his opinion that thealeoholic test would fail, 
and warned the Chancellor of the Exchequer that he would find it 
extremely difficult to carry it out. Atthe same time he was bound to say 
that he had no alternative to offer between an alcoholic scale and uniformity 
of duties. 

In reply to Sir 8. Northcote, with regard to the Treas 
and 1852, 

The Cuancrior of the Excurever said that the latter were explanatory 
of the former 

Mr. Bextixck objected to the resolution, on the ground that it would not 
only reduce a source of revenue, but remove burdens from the upper and 
middle classes without conferring any corresponding advantage on the 
lower.

A desultory conversation ensued, in the course of which a point was 
raised as to the terms upon which English beer is admitted into France 

The CuHancriior of the Excuequer deprecated the course adopted of 
discussing other questions than thore immediately before the committee. 
With regard to the importation of beer into France, that subject, although 
not mentioned in the official correspondence on the treaty, nevertheless 
formed a portion of the negotiation. If the Government had endeavoured 
to weigh in opposite scales, according to the old fashion with commercial 
treaties, what was good on the one side with what was good on the other 
the whole thing would have deservedly broken down, and the good which 
was hoped to be derived from the treaty would not be gained The duty 
upon English beer in France was considerably less than the duty imposed 
in this country upon French wines ; and, even whe > change now pro 
posed in respect of the latter should have been carried into effect, we should 
still continue to levy on all French wines, except the finest, a higher duty 
than was charged in France upon English beer 

Mr. Batt called attention to the oppressive restrictions placed upon the 
maltsters, an called upon the Chancellor of tlie Excheqner, before he 
sought to benefit the foreigner by free-trade measures. to begin at home. 
He held that the whole Budget was an abomination, utterly unworthy of a 
great statesman or a skilful financier 

Mr. Mitvrs moved, by way of ameniment to the resolution, words to 
the effect that a drawback should be allowed upon sh wine in respect of 
which it could be proved, to the satisfaction of the ~ ommissioners of [nland 
Revenue, had been acquirei and duty paid within two years before the 
10th of February instant. 

The CuHance.ior of the Excneqver resisted the motion, contending that 
those wine-merchants oniy who had complied with the Treasury minute of 
1843 were entitl-d to any drawback. The motion, if carried, would involve 
a loss upon the public of something like £600,000 

The amendment was ultimately negatived by 133 to 72 

The first portion of the resolution, fixing the duty at 3s. per gallon, was 
then agreed to. 

The Caancen.or of the Excnrquver then moved the second portion of the 
resolution, with an amendment that the duties uf 1«., ls. 6d., and 2s. per 
gallon should come in force on the Ist of January, 181, instead of the Ist 
of April; and that the duty of 1s. should be payable upon wine containing 
eighteen, and not fifteen, degrees of alcoholic spirit 

Mr. Seymorvn Firzceratp submitted that the effect of the amendment 
would be to give a ‘lirect advantage to the wines of France as against those 
of the Peninsula 

The Cuanceiior of the Excarqver denied the accuracy of the repre- 
sentation. The fact was that the amendment wo ild give a large measure 
or advantage to the wines of Germany and not to those of France, many of 
which were among the etrongest wines imported into this country, and 
would consequently come in under the 2s. scale. 

The resolution was then agreed to. 

The CuHancettor of the Excarqver next proposed to postpone the resolu 
tion No. 3, affecting the spirit duties, and to proceed with No. 4, contain- 
ing a schedule of the various articles to be mace free of duty under the 
treaty. 

Mr. Newpre \TE protested against proceeding, at ten minutes to midnight, 
with a resolution which he declared affected the interests of nearly a million 
of the artisan classes in the country.

SAVOY AND NICE, 

Mr. Kinciake then proceeded to move for copies of the correspondence 
which had taken place between her,Majesty’s Government and the Govern 
ments of the Exaperor of the French an‘ the King of Sardinia, in respect to 
the proposal f'r annexing Savoy and Nice to the empire of France. The 
hon. gentleman having referred to the close and friendly relations which 
existed between France and Sardinia, observed that in the autumn of last 
year he received a short and pithy announcement from Paris, to the effect 
that Savoy and Nice were to be annexed to France by universal suffrage. 
The rumour gathered strength, and the impression that those provinces were 
to be severed from Sardinia became so general that the subjects of the King of 
Sardinia in Nice and Savoy met, and, in firm and respectful languaye, 
asserted the unaltered loyalty with which they clung to the ancient ho 
of Savoy. How and when, he asked, did this scheme for the annexation of 
Savoy originate? We all knew that France undertook the war ayaiust 
Austria with the so'emn assurance that she desired no territorial aggran- 
disemont, and that she drew the sword to free Italy, and not to extend the 
empire of France. But he had been informed a month ago—upon authority 
which he would not mention, but which he pledged his cenoar to be 
worthy of credit—that the evening before the marriage of Prince Napoleon 
with the Princess Clotilde a dovument was signed, not in the nature of a 
treaty, but what was termed a pacte de familie, by which the Emperor of 
the French promised aid, offensive and defensive, to Sardinia ; and the King 
of Sardinia, on his side, promised Savoy and Nice to France in return for 
whatever possessions he might obtain in Central Italy. He (Mr. Kinglake) 
believed that the Emperor of the French was moderate in his ambition, 
and thoughtful in his procedure ; but it should be remembered that the 
power with which he was invested was a power which even he might not 
be able to control. If Nice and Savey were annexed to France, it would be 
done in violation of existing treaties and engagements; and it would show 
Europe that the time had arrived when nations must depend, not upon the 
justice of their cause, but upon the strength of their arms. 

Sir R. Perr seconded the motion, and contended that the question of the 
annexation of Savoy and Nice to France affected the whole comity of Burv- 
pean nations, and the charter of tenures which formed the bases of existing 
territorial arrangements. ‘The hon. Baronet read extracts from private 
letters which he had received from Savoy protesting against the proposed 
annexation, and representing that, if any alteration were to be made, the 
inhabitants of Nice and Savoy desired to be annexed to the Repunlic of 
Switzerland. He called upon the noble Lord at the head of the tovermment 
not to disregard national feeling on this subject, nor to quench the rays of 
liberty that gilded the Italian peninsula ; but, by assuming a firm and diz 
nified attitude as one of the great Powers of Europe, show that Englond 
was determined to respect existing treaties, and at all hazards to oppose a 
policy of aggrandisement which, if not checked, might prove fatal not only 
to the independence of Switzerland, which we were bound to guarsntec, 
but might also seriously compromise the peace of Europe If her Majesty's 
Government would adopt this policy, they would have the thanks 
gratitude of the friends of civi] and religious liberty all over the worl 

Sir G. Grey, on the put of tl Government, gave a frank and 
acquiescence to the motion, and emphaticaily declared that his colleagucs, 
in union with the proposer and see onder of the motion, earnestly deprecated 
the annexation of Savoy and Nice to France. When the corres A nee for 
which Mr. Kinglake had meved was liid upon the table, it we utd prove that 
her Majesty’s Government had done all in their power (and he hoped not 
unsuccersfully) to prevent that which unquestionably might prove to be a 
cause of serious uneasiness to the Powers of Europe.

THE IMPERIAL STABLES AT THE NEW LOUVRE. 


Tse Imperial Stables at the new Louvre have been recently com- 
pleted, and are now occupied by the Emperor Napoleon’s roo Menno 
stud, consisting of thoroughbreds, hunters, chargers, and posting- 
horses. The entrance to the stables is by the Place du Carrousel on 
the one side, and by the Quai du Louvre on the other. They are in 
the form of a long square, divided by the so-called courtyards of 
Caulaincourt and Visconti, the entrance to the latter of which looks 
upon the Seine. The first stablo, which is in the Caulaincourt court- 
yard, is divided into fourteen stalls for saddle-horses. This is the 
part shown in our Engraving. The stalls have been constructed 
with fine oak, the racks are of bronze, and the troughs of brown 
marble. The walls are covered with light yellow stucco, as 
brilliant as the most highly-polished ble. The water required 
on the spot for different purposes is brought into each stall by 
means of pipes, which are terminated by elegant taps. The general 
cleaning of the horses is performed in a space set apart for the 
purpose, and called the /avoir. In our visit to these stables we 
were gratified with a sight of the celebrated charger Buckingham 
ridden by the Emperor at the battle of Magenta, and of tho 
beautiful Ajax, which bore his Majesty safely ooush the dangers 
of Solfermo. One of the gallories, which comes immediately after 
the lavoir, is upwards of a hundred yards long and fifteen yards wide. 
Eighty-two horses, arranged in a double row, are most comfortably 
housed in this gallery, each horse having its special stall. The 
und floor of the two other sides of the parallelogram is occupied 
y the coachhouses, saddlery departments, a forge, workshops, &c. 
The Emperor’s stables contain three hundred horses, and his coach- 
houses one hundred and eigaty vehicles of various descriptions. The 
entire establishment is under the immediate surveillance and 
direction of General Fleury. 

It may be remarked that these stables are exclusively occupied 
by the equine servitors of Napoleon III. The Ecuries de |’Imp6ra- 
trice, in the Rue de Montaigne, are still preserved for the horses 
belonging specially to the Empress Eugénie. Several of the officers 
and attendants at the stables of the new Louvre are English, whose 
superior knowledge in matters of horse management is generally 
much appreciated in France.

Tae Wine Doties—On Monday night the House of Commons, 
in Committee of the whole House on the Customs Acts, passed the resolu- 
tion of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, which was thereupon reported to 
the House. From that moment the old scale of duties ceased, and the new 
one is now in full operation. Until the lst of January next, therefore, 
there will be a uniform duty of 3s. a gallon upon all foreign wines imported 
into this eountry; and after that date a graduated scale of duties ranging 
from 1s. per gallon upon wines containing less than 18 degrees of proof 
spirit, 1s. 6d. if less than 26 degrees, and 2s. if less than 40 degrees. 
Tae Eco Trapgr.—The following statistics relating to the egg 
trade, taken from Galignani's Messenger, are drawn from official sources. 
In 1815 the number of eggs exported from France was 1,700,000; in 1816 
it rose to 8,800,000. Six years later—in 1822—the number was 55,000.000, 
and 99,500,000 in 1824, In 1830 the number declined to 55,000,000, then 
ually increased until 1845, when it was 88,200,000, for which an export 
uty of 114,000f. was paid. Nearly all these eggs go to England. The 
yearly consumption of eggs in Paris is estimated at 165,000,000, and the 
total consumption for all France at 9300 milions, so that, reckoning eggs at 
a sou, this single article represents 465 millions of francs. 
Mr. Coppen anp THE ANnGLO-FrEeNco Treaty.—Mr. Cobden 
has addressed a letter to the President of the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce, in whjch, after gratefully acknowledging the receipt of a com- 
munication convéying the thanks of the directors of the Chamber for 
his services in negotiating the recent treaty of commerce with France, he 
says :—*‘ If I have been instrumental in ay ey this reform in the com- 
mercial relations of the two countries, it has been only in the humble capa- 
city of prompter to those who have fortunately possessed both the power 
and the inclination to give effect to my suggestions. It was owing to the 
readiness with which the English Government made its financial arrange- 
ments for the year subservient to the objects of the treaty, and to the 
enlightened appreciation of its important bearings by the Emperor of the 
French and his Ministers, together with the frank co-operation of Lord 
Cowley, that the negotiations were brought to a successful issue. I trust, 
after the lapse of a sufficient time for realising the effects of such a change, 
we shall witness a large extension of commerce between these two great 
neighbouring nations, which will not only increase their material prosperity, 
bat greatly ameliorate their political and moral relations.” 
Tar CoaL- FIELDS OF THE WorLD.—At the moment when the 
coal question apgeems to have caused a certain degree of excitement among 
litical parties in England, in consequence of the commercial treaty, the 
ollowing notice may not be without interest :—The coal-producing districts 
of North America embrace an extent of 500,000 square kilometres (the kilo- 
metre is five-eighths of a mils). In Europe the surface so occupied does not 
exceed 23,000 square kilometres, being divided as follows :—England, 1450 
France, 2500; Rhenish Prussia, 2400; Belgium, 1275; Bohemia, 1000 
Westphalia, 950; the Asturias, in Spain, 500; Russia, 250; and Saxony, 
75. Although the extent of coal land is greatest in North America, the 
working of the mines is carried on much more actively in Europe. England 
annually extracts 65,000,000 tons ; Belgium, 5,000,000 ; and France, 4,500,000. 
The United States only turn out 9,000,000 tons. Half a kilogramme of coal 
burnt in the furnace of a steam-engine furnishes steam enough to do as 
much work as one man of ordinary strength could effectin a day, and three 
tons of coal would represent the labour which he could perform during his 
whole life. Admitting that England annually employs 10,000,000 tons, the 
steam produced in that country would do the work of sixty-six millions of 
vigorous men. The mass of coal in all the coal-producing districts of 
Europe and North America contains a latent force little inferior to that 
which could be used during their whole lives by sixteen milliards of men 
of average strength. 
PARIS FASHIONS FOR MARCH. 
Ir there were not some tutelary genius to protect the labours and 
guard the interests of the Parisian dressmakers the political and 
religious excitement of the last few weeks, added to the rigour of 
the weather, must have produced an effect upon the display of 
Fashion's toilet from which it would have required the first sunny 
days of April to enable it to recover. Fortunately for the ladies, 
the salons, the carnival, and the theatres, filled to repletion, have 
proved themselves equal to their more serious competitors, and have 
enabled them to triumph over the dull winter season with which they 
were threatened.
